LifeCycle 

Man dies while 
on AIDS ride

F riends and family are mourning 
the loss of a San Francisco man 
who collapsed and died on the 
first day of the AIDS/LifeCycle ride on 
Monday, May 13. 

Tom Gilder, 57, fell off his bicycle on 
Highway 1, near 
San Gregorio 
State Beach, 
south of Half 
Moon Bay. The 
incident hap¬ 
pened at about 
2:45 p.m. just 
after die group 
of 672 riders 
finished their 
lunch stop. An 
ambulance and 
a medical helicopter were called to the 
scene but Gilder was pronounced dead 
before he could be taken to the hospital, 
according to San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation spokesman Gustavo Suarez. 

AIDS/LifeCycle raises money for 
SFAF and the Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center. It was the event’s inaugur¬ 
al ride. The San Fran cisco-to-Los An¬ 
geles ride was organized to provide an 
alternative to the Pallotta Teamworks- 
produced California AIDS Ride. 

Sudrez saki that many of the riders 
didn’t know that Gilder had died until 
they were informed during the group’s 
overnight stop in Watsonville. The 
scheduled stage program that evening 
featured a performance by the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus. Suarez 
said the chorus continued with the 
performance but with more somber 
music and the program became an in¬ 
formal memorial for Gilder. 

“We’re very saddened,” said 
Sudrez. “The sadness was made even 
more poignant because he died doing 
something to help others.” 

Gilder was a longtime volunteer 
for Project Open Hand. He worked an 
estimated 2,300 hours during his 
more than seven years of volunteer¬ 
ing for the organization, according to 
a Project Open Hand volunteer coor¬ 
dinator, Sean Rosas. 

Rojas remembers him for being 
very conscientious for resolving any 
problems that would arise. 

“That’s what made him a really 
good volunteer,” noted Rosas. “He was 
quiet. He didn’t draw a lot of atten¬ 
tion to himself but yet he was very 
dedicated to serving the clients.” 

Open Hand’s other volunteer coor¬ 
dinator, Sharon Moliken, echoed Rosas. 

“He was just a very nice, very sin¬ 
cere person that ran things in a very 
unassuming way,” she said. 

Although it’s suspected Gilder 
died of a heart attack, his cause of 
death hasn’t been determined.

Pride marshals, 

entertainment 

announced

T he results are official. This year’s grand 
marshals for the San Francisco LGBT 
Pride Parade are transgender artists/ 
activists Christopher Lee and Shawna Virago, 
city Treasurer Susan Leal, and longtime 
human rights advocate Hoover Lee. 

A record 4,995 people voted in the 2002 
election, more than twice the number of peo¬ 
ple who voted last year. 

Individual grand marshals will join celebri¬ 
ty grand marshals Sir Ian McKellen and Sharon 
Gless as top honorees for the march along 
Market Street on Sunday, June 30. Additional¬ 
ly, the new LGBT Community Center was se¬ 
lected as the organization grand marshal. Dr. 
Laura Schlessinger was the favorite for the 
bigot’s “pink brick” award. 

Leal, the first Latina lesbian to hold the office 
of city treasurer, has been credited with turning 
San Francisco’s fi¬ 
nances around, invest¬ 
ing in socially respon¬ 
sible funds, and gener¬ 
ating a high return on 
city investments de¬ 
spite the recent down¬ 
turn in the economy. A 
former San Francisco 
supervisor and chair of 
the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, (and the first Lati¬ 
na lesbian to hold that 
position as well), Leal has been most proud of 
her bridge-building skills, serving as a liaison 
between various populations of the city. 

Leal told the Bay Area Reporter that she was 
happy about being selected grand marshal. 

“I was very pleasantly surprised. It’s an ex¬ 



citing thing and I’m very excited about Pride 
week,” she said. 

Hoover Lee, a gay Chinese-Hawaiian man 
who has been a human rights advocate and 
political leader in San 
Francisco for the past 
three decades, was a 
pioneering member of 
the Association of 
Lesbian and Gay 
Asians, and one of the 
founders of Gay Asian 
Pacific Alliance, for 
which he co-chaired 
the first gay Asian 
contingent in the San 
Francisco Chinese 
New Year’s Parade. He helped to organize the 
Asian Pacific AIDS Task Force, and San Fran¬ 
cisco Royal Courts, and has been involved in 
numerous political and educational cam¬ 
paigns over the years. 

“It’s quite a surprise, and again I thank the 
community for nominating and voting for 
me,” said Lee of his victory. “I am proud to be 
grand marshal.”

A fter nearly four years, police ar¬ 
rested a 26-year-old massage ther¬ 
apist for the shooting deaths of 
two Russian River men in 1998. 
On Wednesday, May 8, Sonoma County 
Sheriff’s Department Violent Crimes detec¬ 
tives arrested Monte Rio resident Zachariah 
Judson Rutledge for the October 23, 1998 
double-murder of Horst “Hans” Grahlmann 
and Jason Aaron Blore. 

The 57-year-old Grahlmann was a 
prominent member of the Russian River gay 
community, owning several businesses. The 
26-year-old Blore, who was straight, was a 
former barback at one of Grahlmann’s es¬ 
tablishments. 

The two men were fatally shot with a high- 
powered assault rifle at Grahlmann’s hilltop 
Duncan Road home on October 23,1998. 

The deaths shocked the Russian River 
community, and Sonoma County detectives 
have spent the last three and a half years fol¬ 
lowing leads and suspects in the case. A break 
in the case came in 1999 when a hunting 
knife was found on Grahlmann’s property. 

The trail to find the owner of the knife fi¬ 
nally led them to Rutledge last week, who 
was booked in the Sonoma County Jail on 
$1 million bail and charged with two counts 
of murder and one count of burglary. 

On Wednesday May 15, as the Bay Area 
Reporter went to press, Rutledge had been 
scheduled to be arraigned and enter a plea. 

“There are mixed reactions. The main re¬ 
action is why did it take them so long to 
work on the case?” said John DeSalvio, the 
managing editor of Russian River Monthly 
and a friend of the suspect. 

According to police, the investigation has 
involved nine search warrants in pursuit of 
evidence, five polygraph tests, and three ri¬ 
fles that police tested. 

The murders were also featured in July 
1999 on Americas Most Wanted and some 
had thought they were nearly forgotten until 
last week’s arrest. 

“We’re overjoyed that they finally have a 
suspect. We’re hoping to bring this to some 
measure of closure,” Bill Brown, the San 
Francisco executor of Grahlmann’s estate

Historian seeks those who used gay guides

M artin Meeker, a local gay 
historian who’s working 
on a book that looks at 
the mass migration of lesbians 
and gays to San Francisco decades 
ago, is looking for people who 
used old gay bar guide books of 
the 1960s and 1970s to share their 
stories. 

Specifically, Meeker is looking 
for people who used guidebooks 
by Bob Damron (The Address 
Book ) or GAlA's Guide , which 
were popular back then. He would 
like to know when, why, and how 
people used the books. 

“I’m looking for anyone who 
picked up and read the gay bar 
guide books, and learning how 
that influenced their perception of 
the gay world and in particular, 
San Francisco,” Meeker said. 

Meeker, who lives in the East 
Bay and has a Ph.D. in history 
from the University of Southern 
California, wants the personal his¬ 
tories for his book project, Come 
Out West , which he’s been work¬ 
ing on for the last six years. “I ex¬ 
pect it to be a complete book in 
about a year,” he explained. 

The book takes a look at the 
large influx of gays and lesbians 
who moved to San Francisco 
starting around the 1950s and 
continuing through the 1970s and 


the changing ways gays and les¬ 
bians circulated information - 
one of which was the use of the 
Damron guides. 

For his forthcoming book, 
Meeker has researched a variety of 
print documents, including a fa¬ 
mous Life magazine article from 
1964 and old lesbian paperbacks. 
He expects to devote a chapter to 
the gay guide books.

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PWA faces eviction 
over service dog dispute

alk into Guy Lowe’s 
Hayes Street apartment 
and you’ll be greeted by 
Sophie, an 18-month-old certified 
assistance dog whose tail wags her 
entire lower body along with it. 

Lowe, who adopted Sophie on 
the day she was scheduled to be 
put down last November, said 
having a dog ensures that he gets 
out of bed and leads a productive 
life despite his disabling HlV-re- 
lated illnesses. He has been on dis¬ 
ability leave from work since 1992. 

“The medicines I’m taking 
make me sick every morning,” 
said Lowe. “If she weren’t here I 
would just mope around, but in¬ 
stead I get up and go to the park 
and get things done, and I feel like 
I have a purpose.” 

Both federal and state laws 
allow for disabled tenants in no¬ 
pets buildings to have animals for 
companionship. Lowe has a doc¬ 
tor’s note recommending such an 
animal that reiterates his rights 
under the Fair Housing Act, as 
well as a veterinarian’s letter de¬ 
claring that Sophie shows “no ev¬ 
idence of dominance or aggres¬ 
sion with people, dogs, or cats.” 

But none of that outweighs the 
fact that Lowe signed onto a no¬ 
pets lease seven years ago, accord¬ 
ing to his landlord Mike Zatopa, 
who is suing Lowe in San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court in an attempt

to evict Sophie, despite federal 
and state laws that protect Lowe’s 
right to keep her. While Zatopa 
originally tried to evict Lowe and 
challenged his right to have a dog, 
both the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel and the Human Rights 
Commission intervened, inform¬ 
ing Zatopa of his obligation to 
make reasonable accommoda¬ 
tions. Now Zatopa is challenging 
what constitutes “reasonable” 
based on Sophie’s canine heritage. 
The 35-pound dog is in large pit 
bull mix, a breed with a reputa¬ 
tion for fighting and, in extreme 
cases, violence against people. 

It’s hard to blame Zatopa for 
his fears in an age where dog at¬ 


tacks are reported frequently, the 
most infamous incident occurring 
in San Francisco last year against 
the late Diane Whipple, which re¬ 
sulted in murder and manslaugh¬ 
ter convictions in March against 
the dogs’ caretakers. 

And while it is true that land¬ 
lords may be held liable for such 
attacks if they have foreknowledge 
of dangerous behavior, “it needs 
to be specific problems with that 
particular animal,” according to 
Jason Stein, a housing attorney 
with ALRP. 

“You can’t pre-empt a certain 
breed. The dog itself would have 
to exhibit aggressive behavior,” 
said Stein, whose agency handles 
about 15-20 cases per year on be¬ 
half of people with HIV seeking to 
keep companion animals. “There’s 
also a balance that landlords may 
tend to forget; often they’ll say 
they’re evicting a dog to protect 
the tenants. But if they’re violat¬ 
ing fair housing laws, then they’re 
not protecting the tenants, be¬ 
cause they’re refusing to treat 
them as they should be treated 
under the law.” 

Saul Ferster, Zatopa’s attorney, 
did not return phone calls from 
the Bay Area Reporter seeking 
comment. 

Zatopa’s lawsuit, filed on April 
9, seeks declaratory relief “for a 
determination of the rights and 
duties of the parties” under the 
Americans With Disabilities Act, 
page 19 ►

SFAF marks 20 years 
of AIDS service

t was with pride and sadness that 
- friends and supporters of the 
- ! San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
marked the organization’s 20th an¬ 
niversary last Thursday, May 9. 

The dinner - which celebrated 
the foundation’s tenacity, but 
mourned the fact that AIDS still 
exists at all - was held in the large 
warehouse-like space of the festi¬ 
val pavilion at Fort Mason. The 
event featured food and drink, an 
opening performance by the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, and 
an installation of SFAF’s public 
service advertisements over the 
past two decades, including the 
controversial “Dress for the Occa¬ 
sion” poster depicting an erect 
penis covered in a condom. The 
dinner raised $350,000 and was 
attended by 725 people. 

Speakers included those who 
were honored by SFAF for their 
support of the HIV/AIDS com¬ 
munity. 

Dr. Mitchell Katz, director of 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, was recognized for 
his years of involvement with the 
epidemic, including his collabora¬ 
tion with research institutions and 
his groundbreaking willingness to 
sign an emergency order that al¬ 
lowed the city and the foundation 
to implement “legal illegal” needle 
exchange programs. Joe Ahern, 
president and manager of KGO

television, was recognized for his 
station’s willingness to broadcast 
the “stories no one wanted to 
hear” about HIV/AIDS. And Mar¬ 
cia and John Goldman were hon¬ 
ored for their significant contri¬ 
butions to the fight against 
HIV/AIDS over the years. 

The evening wrapped up with 
remarks from SFAF Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen, who present¬ 
ed a timeline, complete with visu¬ 
als, of the AIDS epidemic and the 
foundation’s major milestones. 
Important to any organization, 
she said, was forward thinking, 
unflappable employees, and a 
global vision. Christen also took a 
swipe at ACT UP/San Francisco 


and others when she stated, 
“Stand up to bullies. Whether they 
are AIDS denialists swinging bags 
of urine-soaked sand at your 
head, oppressive senators, or 
fundraising producers who are 
clever marketers. 

“Those who insist you behave 
or they will harm you are not peo¬ 
ple to ignore. They are unethical 
and damaging, and you need to 
stand up to them on behalf of 
those who cannot.” 

Christen was herself a target of 
ACT UP/San Francisco in 1996 
when members interrupted a 
SFAF-sponsored candidates 
forum and showered her with 
used cat litter. 

Christen also noted the conflict 
between SFAF and Pallotta Team¬ 
works, which led to the agency’s 
decision to create its own bike-a- 
thon, AIDS/LifeCycle. 

“I am very proud to work for 
an organization that understands 
the importance of integrity in its 
decision-making. In the short¬ 
term, creating AIDS/LifeCycle was 
a painful step to take. In the long¬ 
term, it will better position us.” 

The fundraiser, a six-day ride 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles, 
started Monday, May 13 when riders 
left the University of San Francisco. 
The other beneficiary is the Los An¬ 
geles Gay and Lesbian Center.

Board of Directors 
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CDC says ‘gay’ 
in new guidelines

N ew guidelines issued last 
week by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention acknowledge men who 
have sex with men and urge health 
care providers to talk to their male 
patients about the gender of their 
sex partners and recommend that 
gay and bisexual men who are sex¬ 
ually active get tested for HIV at 
least once a year. 

Previous guidelines from the 
CDC have been less specific and lo¬ 
cally, public health officials wel¬ 
comed the new frankness of the re¬ 
vised guidelines. The guidelines 
also recommend annual screenings 
for other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases, including syphilis, gonor¬ 
rhea, and chlamydia, as well as vac¬ 
cination against hepatitis A and B. 

“It’s good to have the CDC 
talking about gay and bisexual 
men,” Steve Tierney, HIV preven¬ 
tion director of the Department of 
Public Health, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Usually, they reduce our 
community to a behavioral statis¬ 
tic. These guidelines essentially are 
written for physicians and they are 
really client-centered.” 

Tierney added that San Fran¬ 
cisco health officials urge sexually 
active gay and bisexual men and 
others at high risk for HIV to get 
tested twice a year. 

“It’s a major improvement,” 
Tierney said of the new guide¬ 


lines. 

For its part, CDC officials at¬ 
tributed the new guidelines to a 
new awareness. “There has been 
an increase in awareness of the 
level of risk behavior of men who 
have sex with men,” Dr. Stuart 
Berman of the CDC told the As¬ 
sociated Press. “There really 
haven’t been recommendations 
before.” 

The CDC updates its guidelines 
on STDs about every four years. 
They were first published in 1982, 
and the last set was issued in 1998. 

Dr. Tom Coates, director of the 
University of California, San 
Francisco’s AIDS Research Insti¬ 
tute, concurred with the new 
guidelines. 

“Physicians should be asking 
gay men if they have had more 
than one sex partner in the last 
year. If they say yes, then routine 
testing for STDs should occur, 
along with counseling about safer 
sex practices,” Coates said in an e- 
mail to the B.A.R. “This is espe¬ 
cially true for HIV-positive gay 
men. We are seeing that many of 
the syphilis and gonorrhea cases 
are occurring among HlV-posi- 
tive gay men, and we know that 
STDs make it easier to transmit 
and to acquire HIV.” 

“To highlight the critical need 
for health care providers to ex¬ 
pand screening and treatment of 
STDs among men who have sex 
with men, the new guidelines in¬ 
clude detailed recommendations 


for this high-risk population,” the 
CDC stated. 

Coates noted that gay men’s 
health care is complicated. “It is 
asking a lot to add this to every¬ 
thing else that must be done with¬ 
in managed care plans. So while 
we are adding mandates, we also 
need to be sure to add funding so 
that this can happen,” Coates said. 
“Physicians caring for gay men 
and for people with HIV are not 
given sufficient compensation 
from any third-party payer.” 

Candidates weigh in 

Several LGBT candidates for 
supervisor in District 8, which in¬ 
cludes the Castro, responded to 
the B.A.R .’s request for comments 
on the new CDC guidelines. 

Shawn O’Hearn stated that he 
has read the guidelines. “As long as 
these ‘annual screenings’ are low- 
cost or no-cost and are provided 
voluntarily so that gay/bi men can 
choose which STD screenings are 
relevant to their personal health 
care, then I would support it.” 

Bevan Dufty stated that the 
“unanswered question” concerns 
the “need for a more holistic ap¬ 
proach to gay men.” 

“Yes, test for hepatitis and vac¬ 
cinate but the broader issues are of 
mental health and substance 
abuse. The substance abuse area is 
a major factor in bad decisions in 
sexual behavior by gay men,” he 
said. “It’s a step in the right direc-

L ast week the New York Times and 
other newspapers in Kansas City and 
Colorado published stories about a 
gay former Catholic priest, James Forsythe, 
who up until last week, was a pastor at the 
Metropolitan Community Church in Rapid 
City, South Dakota. According to a state¬ 
ment released by MCC headquarters, 
Forsythe was convicted in 1989 of “at¬ 
tempted indecent liberties” with a 15-year- 
old boy and served some jail time (120 
days). 

This case differs from many of the other 
stories involving priests in that Forsythe was 
no longer associated with the Catholic 
Church and has had no allegations of any 
further sexual misconduct involving minors 
since the 1989 incident. The stories indicat¬ 
ed that Forsythe had not registered as a sex 
offender in South Dakota, because he wasn’t 
aware of the law in that state when he 
moved there from Colorado, where he was 
not required to register. Authorities indicat¬ 
ed that Forsythe did register in South Dako¬ 
ta last week and they had no plans to charge 
him for what appears to have been an over¬ 
sight. 

The Forsythe case also differs in another 
important way: since becoming an MCC 
minister, he has been fully open and candid 
with national and local MCC leadership 
about his past, including his conviction, 
sentence, rehabilitative treatment, and the 
fact that he accepted full responsibility for 
his actions. His 1996 application to become 
an MCC minister included full disclosure. 
When he was placed in a ministerial posi¬ 
tion with MCC in Colorado, he was super¬ 
vised and did not have job duties that in¬ 
volved minors. When he became pastor in 
South Dakota, there was another round of 
interviews in which Forsythe disclosed his 
past, and again he was not involved with mi¬ 
nors. The church in Rapid City, the Times 
reported, has no children among its mem¬ 
bers. Forsythe’s forthrightness with MCC is 
more than can be said for abusers like inac¬ 
tive Catholic priest Donald Kimball, who is 
soon to be sentenced in the North Bay for 
his conviction of molesting a young girl 
years ago. Kimball still denies he did any¬ 


thing wrong, despite the jury’s conviction. 

MCC officials were quick to respond to 
the news accounts. While they emphasized 
the church’s “zero tolerance” policy to¬ 
ward child sexual abuse, they point¬ 
ed out that the church has been a 
“second chance” denomination 
for many. They also noted that * 
the policy applies to “current, 
credible allegations of child sexu¬ 
al abuse” and did not apply to 
Forsythe, who had pleaded guilty, served 
his sentence, undergone thera¬ 
py, been fully open about his 
past at the time of ordination 
and with his congregation, and 
had “absolutely no further alle¬ 
gations or charges against him for more 
than 13 years.” 

When news of Forsythe’s past was publi¬ 
cized, it cost him his two secular jobs and he 
resigned as pastor of the Rapid City church. 
He also turned in his MCC credentials, ef¬ 


fectively ending his ministry. Without in¬ 
come, a job, or a ministry, Forsythe’s future 
is uncertain, although MCC communica¬ 
tions director Jim Birkitt told us this week 
that Forsythe is handling the upheaval of 
his life “remarkably well,” and that he 
“has a great support system.” 

Birkitt noted that Forsythe said he 
was not pressured into resigning from 
MCC, and that when he offered to re¬ 
sign, he was encouraged to pray care¬ 
fully before making his decision. 

While we certainly don’t 
condone sexual abuse of mi¬ 
nors by priests or anyone else, 
the Forsythe case is disturbing. 
It seems that Forsythe has paid 
a very high price for being honest, which 
stands in stark contrast to the dishonesty, 
the propensity to cover up, and the evasion 
of responsibility that continues to be the re¬ 
sponse of the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church to its own scandal. ▼ 




$2.2 mil is too damn much!

D o you remember when it was not un¬ 
usual for the streets of the Castro to 
be filled spontaneously with people 
from the neighborhood and from around 
the city who would gather either for protest 
or for a party? I remember one autumn, 
when Clinton was first elected, when it 
seemed like we turned out in large numbers 
weekend after weekend. It was the middle of 
the AIDS years - our collective anger as well 
as our exuberance were easily accessed, and 
we evidenced it by bringing our bodies and 
our voices together to make a statement. If 
you were there you will recall the power and 
the inspiration we derived from these out¬ 
pourings. If you miss that, or if you missed 
it, we all have an opportunity this Sunday 
night, May 19, to express our anger and our 
commitment by marching from the Castro 
to Civic Center in the annual Candlelight 
AIDS Vigil (www.aidscandlelightvigil.org). 

Earlier this year the Bush administration 
stripped San Francisco, San Mateo, and 
Marin counties of $2.2 million in Ryan 
White funding, money targeted for provid¬ 
ing AIDS services to people most in need. 
Every AIDS organization in the city will be 
affected, which means every person with 
HIV who doesn’t have private insurance, as 
well as some who do. The B.A.R. has done 
excellent reporting on this crisis, detailing 
in last week’s issue the likely consequences 
of this assault on people with HIV: fewer 
services, less care, and decreased attention 
to the health needs of San Francisco’s bur¬ 
geoning HIV-infected population, under¬ 
scoring that AIDS continues to be a disease 
that disproportionately affects the socially 
and religiously stigmatized, women of all 
races, people of color, and, particularly in 
San Francisco, transgenders, African Amer¬ 


icans and Latino immigrants, and the poor. 
It is likely that services other than primary 
medical care but which are vital to the well¬ 
being and stability of people with HIV will 
be especially affected, including housing, 
HIV-specific substance use treatment, and 
the provision of complementary therapies 
proven to increase the quality of life of peo¬ 
ple with HIV, such as acupuncture, to name 
a few. 

This is the time to be expanding AIDS 
services, not to be cutting them. There are 
more people alive with HIV in our city 
than any time in its history, and yet 
our apathy has thus far prevented us 
from a large scale communal re¬ 
sponse that says in a voice loud 
enough to be heard in Washington, 

D.C., “$2.2 million is too damn 
much!” What does it take to mobi¬ 
lize us to constructively 
protest these cuts and to 
work locally to offset the 
effects of them? What 
does it take to make us angry enough to 
work for change? What does it take to make 
our community manifest the same passion 
and commitment today that once energized 
us and kept us alive? 

This moment in history is our opportu¬ 
nity to show that the best of the gay and 
feminist liberation movements, the anti-war 
and the civil rights movements, and the 
years of AIDS activism can all be put to use 
to work for health care for all. In the weeks 
to come, communicate to our mayor and 
Board of Supervisors that longevity and 
quality of life are worthy priorities for the 
City and County of San Francisco, even if it 
means sacrifice in other areas. Model this 
strategy for our civic leaders by personally 
writing a monthly check to Project Open 
Hand, Lyon Martin Women’s Health Clinic, 
Maitri Hospice, Project Inform, Continu¬ 


um, Ark of Refuge, API Wellness, Larkin 
Street Youth Services, Walden House, Posi¬ 
tive Resource Center, San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital, Immune Enhancement Project, 
Catholic Charities, or any of the dozens of 
AIDS organizations that are facing cuts. 
Communicate to our leaders in Washington 
that $2.2 million in Ryan White cuts is un¬ 
acceptable, and that we expect them to re¬ 
store these cuts and to expand the resources 
available to us. Tell them we expect the 
United States to set a world example in the 
global fight against AIDS. Thank the leaders 
who share this vision, and work to persuade 
or replace those who do not. Make univer¬ 
sal health care an essential plat- 
form in our GLBT liberation 
movement from this moment 
on. 

On Sunday night we gather 
at Castro and Market at 8 
p.m. for our annual pil¬ 
grimage by candlelight 
down Market Street to 
Civic Center. Some years this has been an 
incredibly sad and solemn procession in 
which we pay tribute to our dead. It is one of 
the most spiritual moments our communi¬ 
ty creates each year. This year help us make 
it also the most political. Bring photos or 
mementos of departed friends. Bring your 
anger and your tears. Bring your quiet re¬ 
flection, and this year bring your focused 
determination. Remember the dead, walk 
for the living, and use your body as a pledge 
to work for universal health care, for public 
health resources, and for the end of HIV, 
speedily and soon. ▼

Lifting the veil on 
a same-sex marriage

lik I ext week, my wife and I will 
celebrate our 10th wedding 
anniversary. 

Alone, that doesn’t sound like 
a very radical statement, but when 
one takes into account the nature 
of our relationship, and the fact 
that it goes against the Defense of 
Marriage Act, it becomes some¬ 
thing altogether different. 

When Bonnie and I married, 
we were the picture of a nice 
straight couple - or something 
close to that. Bonnie with blonde 
hair going down to the mid-point 
of her back, and me ... well, I was 
very different from who I am 
today. My mousy brown locks 
were short, much shorter than the 
waist-length hair I sport today. 

But the lack of hair length 
was more than made up for 
by the rather prodigious 
amount of facial hair pre¬ 
sent. I wore a full beard 
back then. 

Things were 
already chang¬ 
ing by that time. 

I had already 
come out to Bonnie, telling her 
that I was “trans-something” over 
a bland meal at a coffee shop close 
to her parent’s home - just so she 
would have someplace to go after 
she ran screaming from the 
restaurant. Instead, she thought it 
sounded like fun. Bonnie had 
come out to me before that day, 
too. She isn’t straight, but identi¬ 
fies as bisexual. 

It was about a year after we 
wed that I really reconciled myself 
to the fact that I intended to live 
my life as a woman, and took 
physical and legal steps to that 
end. Before I bore you with any 
more personal details and back 
story, let’s move on: it is now just 
about 10 years after our wedding, 
and eight years since I began to 
experience life in my preferred 
gender role on a full time basis. 

That is what makes it all inter¬ 
esting. Bonnie and I are both seen 
as women by the state of Califor¬ 
nia. We are also seen as a married 
couple. As we married prior to my 
transition, our marriage remains 
legal - in spite of the good ol’ 
Knight initiative. 

Those who oppose same-sex 
marriage are more than willing to 
tell you that allowing for it will de¬ 
stroy the family unit, and cheapen 
the great institution of marriage. 
While I do wonder just which di¬ 
vorce statistics they’ve been eyeing 
when they talk about the strength 
of marriage, I wonder more just 


how my partner 
and I have sub¬ 
verted the 
bonds of matri¬ 
mony. Particu¬ 
larly because we 
are a rather typ¬ 
ical couple. 

The two of 
us fell in love so 
strongly that we 
could not bear 
to be apart. As 
such, we entered 
into marriage, 
as a symbol of 
our love, and, 
yes, to enjoy the 
rights and bene¬ 
fits that our so¬ 
ciety grants to 
married couples. Little things, like 
medical rights, being able to 
file our taxes jointly, and so 
on. When we decided to 
marry, we were both of 
age, both single, and oth¬ 
erwise legally able to sign a 
marriage contract. 

Today, 10 
years hence, 
we’re proud of 
our marriage, 
and that it has withstood struggles 
that would challenge - even break 
- most partnerships. No longer 
that nice straight couple, we’re 
both out as bisexual, and we’ve 
both addressed gender in the ways 
we see fit. The only big difference 
is that we’re not husband and wife 
but, rather, wife and wife. So 
much for destroying marriage. All 
we need is a picket fence and a 
minivan to complete the picture. 
But that’s not going to happen. 

We share our current home 
with another couple, in order to 
keep our Bay Area rent in check. 
They, too, are both seen as women 
by the state of California. They 
cannot get married, however, be¬ 
cause they are seen as women, and 
such a marriage would be in vio¬ 
lation of state law. 

If they were married, they 
would be not that much different 
from Bonnie and I, all things con¬ 
sidered. They would be another 
couple in love, making their way 
through the world as wife and 
wife. I think they would even do 
well together in a marriage rela¬ 
tionship - they practically are al¬ 
ready. Yet, they cannot get a li¬ 
cense and make it official. Not 
here, and not in name anywhere 
in this country. After all, allowing 
it would weaken marriage. 

So far, Bonnie and I have only 
once been challenged about our 
relationship, and that came when 
Bonnie added me to her health in¬ 


surance. The company wanted us 
to fill out domestic partnership 
paperwork, even though we were 
married; they simply could not 
understand that we were, indeed, 
a legal couple, and should be 
treated as such. We actually went 
around and around with them for 
nearly a year, explaining that we 
were married, and no, neither of 
us was the husband. It took send¬ 
ing them copies of all our records, 
from birth certificates and our 
marriage license to my name and 
gender change, to finally get the 
insurers to understand that, in¬ 
deed, we are a legally married 
same-sex couple. 

I’ve spoken about the compli¬ 
cations of transgender marriages 
in this column before, especially 
with a string of high-profile court 
cases making decisions about 
both our rights to marry and our 
genders. What might happen? In 
the light of these cases, I would be 
considered a man, and therefore 
my marriage would stand. Yet - as 
Bonnie and I learned with the 
health insurance issue - exercising 
these same rights can be a chal¬ 
lenge. 

If anything, I would hope that 
one might look at the example 
that Bonnie and I have set, and see 
that there is no harm being done 
to marriage by same-sex couples. 
Still, our 10 years of wedded bliss 
is too radical for the proponents 
of marriage. 

Perhaps they are the ones who 
are truly weakening the institu¬ 
tion. T

Tom Ammiano enters 
SF race for mayor 


by Wayne Friday 


upervisor Gavin Newsom s 

friends say he is a “sure bet” 

to run for mayor in 2003. 
Angela Alioto is said to be defi¬ 
nitely a candidate for the job her 
father once held. Former Mayor 
Art Agnos’s allies tell me he is “se¬ 
riously” thinking of entering the 
race. Barbara Kaufman told me 
a few months ago that she is “real¬ 
ly thinking” it over. Some say Su¬ 
pervisor Tony Hall wants to run. 
Treasurer Susan Leal is also sup¬ 
posedly “very possibly” a candi¬ 
date. Even former mayoral candi¬ 
date Clint Reilly is said to be 
mulling over another shot at 
the mayor’s job. But 
Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano 
is off and running - the 
first official candidate for 
mayor in 2003. 

How do I know? 

Well, I received 
one of those 
“Dear Cher¬ 
ished Friend 
and Supporter” 
fundraising letters last week; the 
first I’ve received from any possi¬ 
ble candidate for mayor, though, I 
fear, it won’t be the last. Ammi- 
ano’s letter confirms that “after lis¬ 
tening long and hard to support¬ 
ers across the city, I have filed my 
notice to run for mayor.” 

So, can Ammiano be elected 
mayor of San Francisco? I don’t 
know, but his last-minute write-in 
candidacy three years ago served 
notice that the guy does indeed 
have supporters who are talented 
and know how to put together an 
impressive effort. 

Newsom, Alioto, Ammiano, 
Hall, Agnos, Leal, etc., - I know 
them all to be good people, but 
can any of them get elected mayor 
next year? Not unless they have an 
issue, and they might as well get it 
straight right now that the issue in 
the 2003 mayoral race is home¬ 
lessness and if they don’t want to 
face up to it and be ready with an 
answer they should forget about 
the whole thing. 

The three issues (in order) next 
year that concern most San Fran¬ 
ciscans, as I hear it anyway, are: 
homelessness, homelessness, and 
the homeless. San Franciscans are 
damned sick and tired of stepping 
over people sleeping in doorways 
or on the street every morning on 
their way to work. I can’t walk 
down Castro Street any day of the 
week without some merchant or 
citizen pointing out some drunk 
sleeping on the street. Get it, you 
mayoral wannabes? If you don’t 
(can’t) see it or understand it - or 
better yet, don’t want to do some¬ 
thing about it - get out of the race 
now. It’s fine to be a “progressive,” 
or a “liberal” - hell, this is still a 
liberal city - but the people who 
live, work, and pay taxes here have 
had it. Again, the single issue I hear 
most about, from the guy tending 
bar in the Castro to the guy who 
sells me the newspaper at the to¬ 
bacco store to the woman who 
makes me the sandwich at the deli 
is, “What’s happening to this city? 
It’s getting worse all the time, 
doesn’t anybody at City Hall care”? 

So, Ammiano is running for 
mayor. I think he’s a good guy. I’ve 
known him for a long time and 
once wrote that he is the one politi¬ 
cian who reminds me most of Har¬ 
vey Milk, a man I knew well and 


loved like a brother. I think Ammi¬ 
ano is bright, he’s always been de¬ 
cent to me, returns my calls 
promptly (usually with a witty 
line), and I know a lot of people in 
our community would love to see a 
member of the LGBT community 
elected San Francisco mayor. If not 
San Francisco, then where? But, 
then again, many of the people I 
talk to tell me repeatedly that “Am¬ 
miano is too liberal, too sympa¬ 
thetic to the homeless, and won’t 
take a stand on hard issues.” 

Hence that might be the reason 
so many gays and lesbians are qui¬ 
etly hoping that Leal gets into the 
race - they want a LGBT mayor, 
but not Ammiano. Bottom line: if 
Ammiano is willing to 
tackle the growing 
homeless problem and 
not constantly roll 
over for the homeless 
coalition people, he’s 
got as good a chance 
as any of the others. 
Don’t bet on it though. 

So, will I 
return that 
contribution 
envelope with 
a check to Tom Ammiano for 
mayor? Not likely; not unless or 
until he shows me that he is will¬ 
ing to tackle what everyone else at 
City Hall seems to ignore - the 
drunks sleeping on the street in 
the Castro (and most other parts 
of our city), the aggressive pan¬ 
handlers everywhere you turn, 
and the drug dealing on street cor¬ 
ners in town. I don’t agree with 
Arthur Evans on many things, 
but I do agree that the citizens of 
San Francisco have had enough, 
and that any man or woman who 
wants to be the next mayor had 
better wake up and smell the cof¬ 
fee. I’m not talking about whether 
you are a liberal like Alioto or Am¬ 
miano or a conservative like Hall; 
this isn’t about political philoso¬ 
phy, it’s about making this city a 
good place to live in again. 

Politics and people 

In a recent op-ed piece in the 
New York Times, Georgia U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Zell Miller, a Democrat who 
recently addressed a convention of 
the National Rifle Association, 
said that, “Southern voters are for 
gun control, but they simply don’t 
trust anyone who spends too 
much time talking about it.” I 
think the Georgia senator is right. 
Most Democrats still hint that AI 
Gore was robbed of the presiden¬ 
cy because ofJeb Bush’s Florida 
machine, but Miller says that Gore 
lost in large part because he lost 
touch with voters in the South, es¬ 
pecially on the gun control issue. 
Gore was only the third Democra¬ 
tic presidential candidate since the 
Civil War to lose every state of the 
former Confederacy and had he 
won only one of them - his home 
state of Tennessee - he would have 
been president despite the fact 
that the Republicans stole Florida. 
Miller just might be making a lot 
of political sense in that indeed, 
the Democratic Leadership Coun¬ 
cil, the philosophical home of 
moderate Democrats in recent 
years, has also been urging the na¬ 
tional party to shift the debate 
from “gun control” to “gun safety 
and responsibility.” 

And speaking of Georgia 
politicians, Candace Gingrich’s 
brother, Newt, the former House 
Speaker, has asked the Roman 
Catholic Church Archdiocese of 


Atlanta to annul his marriage to 
his second wife, Marianne, whom 
he divorced in 1999 to marry a 
third wife, Callista Bisek, with 
whom he admitted to having a 
six-year affair while still married, 
according to Roll Call. “We were 
married 19 years and now he 
wants to say it didn’t exist,” Mari¬ 
anne, wife No. 2, said. 

A Philadelphia City Council 
committee last week gave prelimi¬ 
nary approval to a bill that would 
outlaw discrimination on the basis 
of gender identity. The bill would 
protect people who have had a sex- 
change operation, as well as those 
who haven’t; two states and 33 
cities have similar legislation. 

City resident Veronika 
Cauley, an African American 
transgender AIDS activist and 
member of the Veterans Affairs 
Commission, announced last 
week that she’s running for super¬ 
visor in District 8, which includes 
the Castro. 

Berkeley City Council member 
Kriss Worthington told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he strongly 
supports challenger To?l» Bates, a 
former assemblyman, over in¬ 
cumbent Berkeley Mayor Shirley 
Dean in that city’s upcoming 
mayoral race. “Bates is head and 
shoulders above her on gay and 
lesbian issues,” Worthington said. 

David Geffen, the openly gay 
billionaire co-founder of the en¬ 
tertainment company Dream¬ 
works, announced a $200 million 
donation to the UCLA School of 
Medicine, making it the largest 
donation ever to a medical school 
in the U.S.; Geffen has donated 
millions as well for the fight 
against AIDS. 

From The Hague, politicians of 
all parties were predicting that 
Pim Fortuyn, the flamboyant and 
popular former rightist sociology 
professor, would have most cer¬ 
tainly become the first openly gay 
prime minister of the Netherlands 
had he not been assassinated be¬ 
fore yesterday’s elections. 

Recently a reader suggested I 
take a look at the new Board of 
Supervisors elected a year and a 
half ago and give them some kind 
of rating, but as I was about to do 
so, the S.F. Examiner’s Warren 
Hinckle, a longtime friend (with 
whom I often disagree) did just 
that. Supe Aaron Peskin the 
“nastiest” supervisor? No, I don’t 
think so, Warren, I kind of like the 
guy. Jake McGoldrick the “most 
likable”? Possibly, but some of 
those who deal with him regular¬ 
ly tell me the guy is so long-wind¬ 
ed that he babbles on forever be¬ 
fore ending his sentence or ques¬ 
tion. But I don’t know the guy 
(McGoldrick) myself. Matt Gon¬ 
zalez the “smartest” supe? That 
one I probably would agree with. 
But not for the reason Warren 
gave (that he switched from De¬ 
mocrat to the Green Party). I 
think that political move probably 
cost Gonzalez any chance of ever 
gaining higher office; I’ve known 
him since I worked for the D.A. 
and he was a public defender and 
he’s far too liberal for me, but 
smart? Yes, he’s damn smart. As 
for my favorite supervisor? That’s 
an easy one - Mark Leno, fol¬ 
lowed closely by Sophie Maxwell 
and Gavin Newsom.

Why a dead gay Dutch 
politician matters

# jj e came closer than any 
Ip!! other openly gay person in 
i I history to leading an entire 
country. He was smart, articulate, 
and charismatic as he defended 
gay equality against all enemies. 

In a just world, history would 
put him on a par with other 
courageous gay trailblaz- 
ers like Harvey Milk. 

But chances are you 
never heard of Dutch politi¬ 
cian Pirn Fortuyn (pro¬ 
nounced fore- 
TOWN) until he was 
recently assassinated, 
if then. And chances 
are what you heard was slanted 
and defamatory. 

Fortuyn, 54, was running as the 
leader of his own party in Dutch 
parliamentary elections held on 
May 15. If his party had captured a 
sufficient number of seats he could 
have been the next prime minister 
of the Netherlands, the only coun¬ 
try in the world that recognizes 
full-fledged gay marriage. But as 
he left a radio interview on May 6 
a man shot him dead. 

Fortuyn was controversial. In a 
country with an extremely gener¬ 
ous social welfare system, he ar¬ 
gued for cutbacks in the bureau¬ 
cracy. He wanted reforms in 
bloated and inefficient public ser¬ 
vices for education and health 
care. He criticized Dutch environ¬ 


mental policy as having “no more 
substance.” He emphasized the 
need for law-and-order in a coun¬ 
try that has the second-highest 
homicide rate in Western Europe. 

At the same time, Fortuyn sup¬ 
ported his country’s tolerant so¬ 
cial policies on matters like eu¬ 
thanasia, abortion, prostitution, 
and drug use. He made no 
apologies for being a gay 
man, nor, in the Nether¬ 
lands, did he have to. 

But Fortuyn also want¬ 
ed to hold the line on immi¬ 
gration and for this he was de¬ 
monized by legions 
of the politically cor¬ 
rect. He worried that 
his country’s liberal 
democratic values were under at¬ 
tack from large numbers of immi¬ 
grants, a disproportionate num¬ 
ber of which have come from re¬ 
pressive and undemocratic Islam¬ 
ic countries. 

Islamic clergy in the Nether¬ 
lands have ridiculed homosexuals 
as “lower than pigs.” Their atti¬ 
tudes toward the role and rights of 
women have been no less retro¬ 
grade. 

Fortuyn responded by calling 
Islam a “backward culture” in its 
attitude toward gays and women. 
“How can you respect a culture if 
the woman has to walk several 
steps behind her man, has to stay 
in the kitchen and keep her mouth 
shut?” he asked. 

Candid remarks like that 


caused a stir. Fortuyn was de¬ 
nounced by political elites as an 
“extreme right-winger” and a 
racist. Just a day before his assassi¬ 
nation, a writer for the New York 
Times accused him of “modern¬ 
ized fascism.” These labels were 
ceaselessly applied to him by 
media in the U.S. and Europe even 
after he was dead. (By contrast, his 
assassin was described in the 
media as “an animal rights cam¬ 
paigner” and was remembered by 
friends in the Times as “a gentle 
and kind nature lover.” Like many 
extreme environmental and “ani¬ 
mal rights” activists, the assassin 
apparently loved everything in na¬ 
ture except people.) 

Was Fortuyn a racist? Hardly. 
He bitterly rejected comparisons 
between himself and the conti¬ 
nent’s true neo-fascist and racist, 
France’s Jean-Marie Le Pen. As his 
successor for party leadership, For¬ 
tuyn chose a black immigrant from 
the Cape Verde Islands. Another 
party candidate is Moroccan-born. 

As for his criticism of Islam, 
anti-gay views should not be ex¬ 
empt from criticism just because 
they spring from religious faith. 
Islam is backward when it comes 
to matters like basic human digni¬ 
ty for gay people. So are other re¬ 
ligions, including many Christian 
sects. But it’s worth noting there is 
not one predominantly Christian 
country in the world where ho¬ 
mosexual acts are still punishable

On May 8 at 10:15 a.m. the 
owner of Enzi Beauty Salon ar¬ 
rived to discover that a wall locat¬ 
ed between the basement and the 
shop had been torn down and the 
back door was left open. The 
shop’s stereo system and about 70 
CDs were missing. 

The next day, at Faye’s Video, 
located at 3614 18th Street, a clerk 
called police after discovering a 
window open in the back of the 
store. When he went outside to in¬ 
vestigate, he found the lock to the 
window on the ground. He also 
discovered that the door to his stu¬ 
dio apartment next to the video 
store was open. The clerk searched 
the studio and found a box of nails 
scattered on the floor and some art 
work knocked over, but nothing 
missing. The security gate leading 
to the studio was found open and 
the lock had been cut. 

On May 12, while watching 
television with his wife, a resident 
of the 300 block of Church Street 
heard a loud banging noise com¬ 
ing from outside his apartment. 
When the resident opened the 
door, he saw a man standing in the 
entry way of the building holding 
a crowbar. The resident confront¬ 
ed the man, but the suspect - de¬ 
scribed as a white male, 30-40 
years old, with brown hair and a 
slender build - ran out of the 
building northbound on Church 
Street toward Market. 

About half an hour later, police 
responded to a burglar alarm at 
Video Control, 2095 Market. Un¬ 
able to gain access to the back of 
the store, officers found the front 
door locked and the windows in¬ 
tact and determined the store was 
secure. At 6:30 a.m., police re¬ 
sponded to another alarm next to 
the video store at the Swipe ATM. 
Finding the ATM secure and noth¬ 
ing out of place, it appeared to be 
a false alarm. When the employees 
of Video Control showed up at 10 
a.m., however, they discovered the 
back door pried open and $150 
missing from the cash register. The 
Swipe ATM, built into the video 
store and facing out toward the 
sidewalk, had been pried open 
from the back, and $20,000 was 
missing. Officers surmised that the 
thief broke into the store during 
the night, saw the ATM, and re¬ 
turned in the morning to rob it.

Paper chase 

Fronting Starbucks, 4096 18th 
Street, May 9, 5:20 p.m.: Two men 
from the San Francisco AIDS 
Candlelight Vigil were posting 
fliers on telephone poles when 
they noticed a man behind them 
on a step ladder taking them 
down. The men confronted the 
man and told him they had a per¬ 
mit to hang the fliers. The man 
replied, “No you don’t. I don’t 
want these signs in front of my 


building. They’re dirtying up the 
neighborhood.” The man was 
about to walk into the apartment 
building with the fliers he had re¬ 
moved when one of the sign 
hangers grabbed hold of 
them. A tug of war en¬ 
sued and the man 
pulled the AIDS vol¬ 
unteer into the apart¬ 
ment’s entry way with 
him. Several witness¬ 
es observed what 
was happening 
and began yelling, 
“Give back the 
signs” Another 
witness called 911 as the men con¬ 
tinued to fight over the fliers. Of¬ 
ficers soon arrived and the men 
from the vigil showed them their 


permit. The suspect told officers 
he had taken down the signs be¬ 
cause the city had just cleaned up 
the area and he had no idea it was 
illegal to take them down. Officers 
cited the sign stealer for petty theft 
and released him at the scene.

spectrum of ethnic groups and 
nationalities. Asian and Pacific Is¬ 
landers herald from such places as 
Japan, China, Korea, Afghanistan, 
Bangladesh, Bhutan, Burma, 
India, Nepal, and Pakistan. 

For the first time, the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion developed a media kit to fos¬ 
ter attention on the API commu¬ 
nity this month. 

“As an openly gay Filipino 
American, sometimes seeing my¬ 
self in particular is difficult,” said 
Loren Javier, GLAAD’s cultural in¬ 
terest media manager.

East Bay 
gay bar 
turns 69, 
throws party

T he venerable White Horse Inn, 
located on the Oakland- 
Berkeley border and believed 
to be the second oldest gay bar in 
the country, is celebrating its 69th 
birthday this week with several spe¬ 
cial events, owner Chuck Davis said. 

The bar, established in 1933 
right after Prohibition, still stands 
at the corner of 66th Street and 
Telegraph Avenue one mile and one 
foot from the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley campus. Davis point¬ 
ed out that an old law mandated 
that liquor could not be served less 
than a mile from campus. 

Special anniversary events at 
the White Horse include DJ 
Matthew Baker spinning tunes 
Friday night, May 17, while DJ 
Sugar Bear takes over the duties 
this Saturday and Sunday. Sunday 
also features a special prime rib 
buffet. Other entertainment in¬ 
cludes go-go dancers Friday night, 
and various drink specials. 

“The club has seen a lot of his¬ 
tory from pre-Stonewall when 
gays and lesbians were arrested for 
holding hands and became a focal 
point during the unrest of the 
1960s,” Davis said. He purchased 
the bar in late 2000 and has re¬ 
cently made some renovations, in¬ 
cluding a new dance floor. 

Last year the East Bay Express 
featured a lengthy article on the 
bar and its history. The newspaper 
pointed out that unlike many gay 
bars, the White Horse has always 
had a mix of men and women, 
something that continues today. 

The White Horse is located at 
6551 Telegraph Avenue, four 
blocks south of Ashby.

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AIDS groups lobby mayor not to cut funds

W ith the city and state fac¬ 
ing multimillion dollar 
budget deficits this year, 
social service providers and AIDS- 
related agencies are mobilizing to 
ensure they do not bare the brunt 
of funding cuts. 

A massive rally is planned in 
front of City Hall next week to 
bring attention to the budget 
wars. For many of the city’s social 
service agencies it is a fight for the

lives of their agencies. Not to 
mention their clients. 

“We want to put a face to the 
budget decisions that are made in 
City Hall. We think that for too 
long the social service safety net 
has been an afterthought to the 
budget process,” said Glynn Wash¬ 
ington, administrator of the San 
Francisco Human Services Net¬ 
work, which is organizing the 
rally. “I think that what this is, to 
some degree, is a wake up call 
from the nonprofit community. 
For a long time different services 
were pitted against each other in a 
battle for funding. 

“What we are saying is we are 
all in this together as a communi¬ 
ty and that if one aspect of our so¬ 
cial safety web suffers then we all 
suffer together.” 

While AIDS agencies received 
some good news this week when 
Governor Gray Davis unveiled his 
budget and kept AIDS and HIV 
fully funded at current levels, they 
will not know until June 1, when 
Mayor Willie Brown submits his 
budget to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, if the same will be true in city 
funding. 


Already, more than $3.8 mil¬ 
lion has been deleted from social 
service programs funded on a 
one-time basis during the 2001- 
2002 fiscal year. Those agencies 
that received funding are now 
fighting City Hall to refund them 
during the 2002-2003 fiscal year 
and include Positive Resource 
Center, Stop AIDS Project, New 
Leaf, Native American AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, Ark House (LGBT youth 
housing), and Walden House. 

Some of these agencies and 
others could also face more cuts 
under the Department of Public 
Health’s budget proposal. The 
mayor required all departments to 
submit budgets with suggestions 
to cut 10 percent from their gen¬ 
eral fund allocation. 

The Department of Public 
Health has proposed to make $1.1 
million in cuts, partly by reducing 
funding by $378,000 from the 
AIDS Health Project, $401,000 
from Shanti, and $140,000 from 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. 

Also, DPH has proposed to re¬ 
duce clinical contracts with Lyon- 
Martin Women’s Health Clinic, 


the Haight Ashbury Clinic, Mis¬ 
sion Neighborhood Health Cen¬ 
ters, and California Acupuncture. 

The cut to SFAF would be 
from its HIV/AIDS hotline. The 
AIDS foundation is also fighting 
to receive nearly $380,000 for its 
housing program. The money 
helps pay for 30 housing units for 
people living with HIV or AIDS. 

“Every year the cost of the 
housing subsidy program goes up 
because rents on apartments go 
up. We have had to go to the city 
each year to ask that they meet 
that rising program cost,” said 
Dana Van Gorder, a public policy 
analyst at the foundation. 

At Shanti, the loss in funding 
would essentially eliminate the 
agency’s core HIV services. The 
agency would no longer be able to 
provide emotional and practical 
support to nearly 1,700 clients 
through its volunteer matching 
program. 

“We have been lobbying like 
crazy in the mayor’s office, all the 
supervisors’ offices. We are every¬ 
where we can be,” said Scott Elfis- 
hans, Shanti’s deputy executive di¬ 
rector. 


Although the agency has heard 
from some City Hall staff that its 
funding will be preserved, Elfis- 
hans said he will not breathe easy 
until he sees it in writing. 

“Officially, we are still on the 
chopping block,” he said. “I will 
not feel safe until the budget is re¬ 
leased.” 

At AHP, the loss in funds 
would mean the elimination of 
the agency’s psychosocial support 
services. According to the agency, 
it would no longer be able to do 
intakes or provide support groups 
to people who are HIV-positive. 

“We run the biggest mental 
health effort for people with HIV 
in San Francisco. We start with 
doing HIV testing and go all the 
way to providing psychiatrists and 
nurses for people in hospice care,” 
explained Joanna Rinaldi, AHP s 
deputy director for programs. 

Several of the agency’s clients 
are planning to meet with the 
mayor to press their case. Rinaldi 
said she has been letting clients 
know about the rally next week 
and plans to attend. She said she is 
hopeful it will persuade the mayor 
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K ate Raphael, the Jewish les¬ 
bian featured in the Bay 
Area Reporter and other 
publications for her work in Pales¬ 
tine protesting the Israeli occupa¬ 
tion, will be the featured speaker at 
the Harvey Milk LGBT Democra¬ 
tic Club’s annual awards dinner on 
Wednesday, May 22. 

The dinner, which is held on 
Harvey Milk’s birthday and hon¬ 
ors groups and individuals for 
their contributions to social 
change, will recognize Sister 
Bernie Galvin of Religious Witness 
with the Homeless, and John 
Tunui, a volunteer at the Castro- 
based Metropolitan Community 
Church’s Simply Supper program. 
Other honorees will be the San 
Francisco Bay Guardian for its con¬ 
tinued coverage of progressive is¬ 
sues, the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
sources Center for its work with 
low-income people with AIDS, 
and a “Volunteer of the Year” for 
outstanding efforts on behalf of 
the Milk Club, to be revealed the 
night of the dinner. 

Keynote speaker Raphael, a 
longtime Bay Area political activist, 
recently returned from Palestine, 
where she stayed in a refugee camp 
in an attempt to deter the Israeli 
destruction of family homes and 
community villages. While there, 
she was active with left-leaning 
Jewish and Palestinian groups, in¬ 
cluding the queer direct action 
group Black Laundry. Raphael will 
speak about her trip as well as the 
importance of connecting queer is¬ 
sues with those of other struggles 
throughout the world. 

“We are very excited to feature 
someone like Kate Raphael, who 
understands that as members of 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender community we do not 
stand alone in the world but are 
part of many struggles,” said a 
statement from Debra Walker, 
president of the Milk Club. “It is 
vital in this day and age that all of 
us who identify as LGBT, under¬ 
stand the connection between 
these struggles - whether they be 
along lines of race, gender, class, 
ability or ethnicity.” 

The Milk Club dinner will be 
held at Fina Estampa, 1100 Van 
Ness at Geary, at 6:30 p.m. Tickets 
are $50-125, with no one turned 
away for lack of funds. Vegetarian 
meals are available.

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Police recruitment in the Castro

I n January when San Francisco 
Police Captain Greg Corrales 
was assigned to Mission Sta¬ 
tion, some community leaders 
worried it could mean a return to 
the days when police and gays 
clashed in the Castro and Polk 
Street areas. 

Corrales, after all, had been be¬ 
hind raids on Dennis Peron’s 
Cannabis Buyer’s Club in August 
1996 and conducted “sweeps” in 
the Polk in the 1980s. So worried 



about the new captain in his dis¬ 
trict, Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
met with Corrales to discuss the 
community’s fears and memories 
of his past deeds. 

Now five months into the job, 
Corrales has named two liaisons 
to the gay community and select¬ 
ed the first openly gay sergeant for 
Mission Station. The Police De¬ 
partment is also actively pursuing 
gay men and lesbians to join its 
ranks and will be at the new LGBT 
Community Center this weekend 
to recruit within the community. 

“I think that this agency is one 
that is very tolerant and encour¬ 
aging of minorities of all sorts to 
apply to be a police officer. The 
department wants to reflect the 
city,” said Sergeant Chuck Lim- 
bert, whom Corrales named as the 
first openly gay person to hold the 
position at Mission Station. 

He also named Limbert, along 
with out lesbian Teresa Ewins, who 
is assigned to the car sector in the 
Castro, as liaisons to the gay com¬ 
munity in April. It is the first time 
both a male and female officer has 
been named to the position. 

“This kind of dual approach 
works a lot better. There are cer¬ 
tain issues you deal with males 
and certain issues you deal with 
females,” said Limbert, who has 
served on the force for 10 years 
and lives in the Castro. 

Both officers have been attend¬ 
ing public meetings and meeting 
with community leaders since 
being named liaisons. They said 
they hope those in the gay com¬ 
munity will feel safe approaching 
them to discuss any issues they 


may have involving the police. 

“I think for a long time there 
has been a large gap between the 
Police Department and the gay 
community because of past issues 
and incidents,” said Ewins, a 
seven-year veteran of the force. 
“With Chuck and I, it is important 
to have a male and female to rep¬ 
resent both sides.” 

The two officers report direct¬ 
ly to Corrales and have been di¬ 
rected to address any issues aris¬ 
ing between police and the gay 
community. 

“He is 100 percent backing us. 
If we see something that needs to 
be done, he wants to know so it 
can be done,” said Ewins. 

The 150-year-old department 
is also making a special effort to 
reach out to the LGBT communi¬ 
ty to join its ranks. This Saturday, 
May 18, the Police Department 
will conduct a special police offi¬ 
cer recruiting drive at the new 
LGBT Community Center. 

The event Saturday is meant 
for members of the gay commu¬ 
nity to learn more about becom¬ 
ing a police officer and consider 
applying to join the force. 

To be eligible, applicants must 
be 21 years old, have a high school 
diploma or G.E.D., be a U.S. citizen, 
and successfully complete the po¬ 
lice officer examination and back¬ 
ground investigation process. The 
current salary is $4,150 to $5,448 
per month with excellent benefits. 

“We recruit throughout the 
year to all the different communi¬ 
ties. That has been my experience 
since I have been involved with 
the recruiting,” said Lieutenant

Jim Leach, director of the recruit¬ 
ment and retention unit. “We are 
always looking at opportunities to 
reach members of the diverse 
population that we have. We don’t 
segregate or separate. We are look¬ 
ing to attract people who are in¬ 
terested in law enforcement and 
public safety.”

And the police have been 
working with the homeless people 
in the neighborhood, offering 
them referrals for assistance or cit¬ 
ing them for illegal behavior. 

“We are not here as some neo- 
Nazi group. We want everyone 
here to have a good life,” Limbert 
said during a monthly meeting 
with Castro merchants in April. 

The Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association is sponsoring the 
event, called “They’ve Got the 
Beat.” The event is open to all and 
will be at Rogue Art Space, 4360 
19th Street at Eureka. ▼

and a decades-long friend, told the 
San Francisco Chronicle last week. 
“We were fearful that this person 
would commit another crime.” 

DeSalvio, who befriended the 
suspect and helped him become a 
licensed massage therapist, said 
Rutledge is a quiet person who 
didn’t connect with a lot of people 
in the community or frequent the 
bars. 

“He kept to himself pretty 
much,” said DeSalvio. “He was 
certified five or six months ago as 
a massage therapist and he was 
trying to build up his client list.” 

Rutledge, who had been living 
in a cabin on his mother’s proper¬ 
ty down the road from the murder 
site, had been looking to move out 
and had wanted to live on his own 
again, said DeSalvio. 

“He was about to move in with 
someone Wednesday morning 
when he was arrested,” he said. 

Rutledge was on probation for 
a weapons conviction at the time 
of the killings. He was described 
by his probation officer in court 
documents as having hostility to¬ 
ward homosexuals. 

Friends said Rutledge present¬ 
ed himself as being straight. 

“Zack said he considered him¬ 
self to be 100 percent heterosexu¬ 
al,” said DeSalvio. 

The criminal complaint alleges 
two special circumstances against 
Rutledge, lying in wait and multi¬ 
ple victims, which allows prosecu¬ 
tors to seek a death sentence if he 
is convicted. Prosecutors have not 
said whether they will pursue the 
death penalty. 

According to reports, detec¬ 
tives believe Rutledge, armed with 
an assault rifle, sneaked up on 


Grahlmann and shot him twice in 
the head as he sat on a bench in 
his yard. Authorities found him 
the next morning still clutching a 
cigarette in his hand and with a 
bottle of beer at his feet. 

Blore was shot once in the 
chest, apparently while working 
on the roof of Grahlmann’s home, 
then chased inside the house, 
where he was shot once in the 
head. His body was found lying on 
top of a telephone, as if he were 
trying to call for help. 

Sonoma County prosecutor 
James Patrick Casey told the Santa 
Rosa Press Democrat that Rutledge 
may have had a sexual relationship 
with Grahlmann that ended when 
Blore entered the picture. Blore, 
who may have displaced Rutledge 
as a handyman for Grahlmann, 
had also beat up Rutledge in a bar 
fight shortly before the slayings. 

“It was a combination of jeal¬ 
ousy, rage, and a certain degree of 
humiliation,” Casey told the news¬ 
paper. “Rutledge came out on the 
short end of the stick in a fight 
with Blore.” 

Detectives hoped a knife with a 
7 1/2 -inch blade and a handle of 
bone or antler would lead them to 
a suspect. It had a smear of blue 
paint on the tip. Detectives be¬ 
lieved the killer may have dropped 
it at the scene. 

According to the Press Democ¬ 
rat, Rutledge told detectives after 
his arrest that he never knew 
Grahlmann and didn’t know what 
happened to his knife. He said the 
one they have isn’t his. 

Friends remain skeptical if po¬ 
lice caught the right man. 

“As to whether he actually com¬ 
mitted the crimes I can’t say,” said 
DeSalvio. “A good percentage of 
people up here think they just ar¬ 
rested somebody to try to pin the 
rap on him and close the case.” ▼

Within the city’s gay male pop¬ 
ulation, it is estimated that one in 
every three gay and bisexual men 
are living with AIDS.

Spirit warriors

He who conquers himself is the 
greatest warrior." - Confucius 

HP riangle Taekwon Do held its 
% annual kick-a-thon last 
month, where mem¬ 
bers collected sponsor 
pledges. In order to earn 
the pledges they per¬ 
formed 1,000 kicks in an 
hour. The effort benefits 
both June Pride Fest and 
the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ational Center. 

There must have 
been a bit of self-con¬ 
quering as a half dozen 
martial artists sliced 
their legs through the 
air. Their stances were sometimes 
hampered by the asphalt ground 
in the playground, nevertheless, 
kicking a thousand times in a row 
may not be as difficult as a leg¬ 
splitting Van Damme workout 
scene, but it’s a strong show of for¬ 


titude. 

Tae kwon do is a very linear 
martial art, while others of cine¬ 
matic popularity incorporate cir¬ 
cular moves. Since the enormous 
popularity of martial arts films, 
hybrid kicking, and martial arts 
forms, the popularity among 
GLBT athletes has spread as well. 

Andy Maguire is one of a few 
martial artists in the 
Bay Area who will 
participate in mar¬ 
tial arts at Gay Games this 
November. A fundraiser for 
the San Francisco Opera 
since summer 1999, Maguire 
sees the contrast be¬ 
tween his work and 
sports as fitting. 

“I gravitated to it 
because of its beauty, 
like a dance. It’s all 
about arts,” he said. “It is a martial 
art, and I’m attracted to the study 
of movement. I get shivers when I 
see someone perform a beautiful 
kick, the same as from watching a 
modern dance troupe. It moves 
me. I love the grace and power.”

Black belt Andy Maguire 

As a freshman at Indiana Uni¬ 
versity, Maguire first dabbled in 
martial arts after tagging along to 
a roommate’s sparring session. 

“My mom made me quit for a 
while,” he said. “She thought it was 
a rip-off, so I snuck in to do it. 
Sometimes, when I was in a play, I 
would act and then go to practice. 
I was actually secretly doing tae 
kwon do.” 

Tae kwon do is relatively new 
in martial arts family, less than 50 
years old. Only solidified in Korea 
in 1965, it has ancient roots in 
forms developed in Japan and 
China, but according to Maguire, 
“It’s ever-changing today. Some 
techniques I’ve learned are no 
longer done, because they evolve.” 

In 1998, Maguire met Master 
Ken Craig, who felt strongly after 
the Matthew Shepard incident 
that a GLBT-friendly martial arts 
group needed to be formed. The 
combined martial arts groups 
have since held tournaments and 
well-attended clinics. 

Since aiding the development 
of the group, Maguire continues 
higher level training at other 
dojos, and will not only officiate 
but also compete in Sydney’s mar¬ 
tial arts events this fall. 

Also a board member of Inter-

national American Gay 8c Lesbian 
Martial Arts, Maguire helps focus 
on coordinating competitions. He 
first went to Vancouver, at Gay 
Games III, in 1990, the first time 
it became a full sport. 

Maguire won a gold medal in 
1994’s New York Gay Games, has a 
black belt, and many other honors 
over the years. 

But the actual performance of 
'moves is what Maguire enjoys 
most. 

“All of this other stuff is just 
icing on the cake,” said the admit¬ 
ted show-off who loves perform¬ 
ing moves before an audience. 
“You can never know who you’re 
up against. We try and give our¬ 
selves the best we can.” 

And although many study the 
sport for self-defense, “It’s more 
about deflecting an attack,” 
Maguire said. “Sidestepping their 
energy to diffuse the energy is 
something all martial arts incor¬ 
porate.” 

Gay Games Vi’s martial arts 
events will be an open tourna¬ 
ment of several martial arts, in¬ 
cluding shodokan, wushu, and 
other forms. 

“We’re all lumped together, 
combining styles,” he said. 

How will this effect judging? 
“We look for things that transcend 
all martial arts. I may have never 
seen a contestant’s form, yet I’m 
qualified to judge what transcends 
them all in speed, accuracy, spirit.”

outspoken outsiders to Pride who 
dared to run a full-fledged, tongue- 
in-cheek grand marshal campaign 
as “America’s Little Darlings.” 

Christopher Lee and Virago 
were nominated separately and 
their votes were counted individu¬ 
ally, despite their insistence that they 
were running together. Now that 
they have won, a thank-you party 
for supporters will be held, and sup¬ 
porters are also invited to march 
with the pair during the parade. 

“Our victory was a statement 
on behalf of trans-people and 
other people who have felt out of 
the loop, and this community has 
elected two of their own to repre¬ 
sent them. I’m very honored,” said 
Virago. 

Virago is well-known for her 
work as an anti-violence advocate 
for Community United Against 
Violence, where she has brought 


media attention to the treatment 
of transgenders at the hands of the 
Police Department and currently 
represents domestic violence sur¬ 
vivors. She recently became the 
first-ever MTF to serve at San 
Francisco Women Against Rape, 
she is a co-founder of the direct 
action group TransAction, and she 
was a member of the Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation Task 
Force that successfully pushed for 
transgender health benefits for city 
workers last year. She also heads 
the band, Shawna Virago and the 
Deadly Nightshade Family. 

Christopher Lee, a mixed-her¬ 
itage FTM/transgender/queer per¬ 
son, was active with the Asian 
AIDS Project’s Chameleon Pro¬ 
gram for Asian Pacific Islander 
transgendered people and has been 
very involved as a media activist, 
producing and directing educa¬ 
tional videos for the LGBT com¬ 
munities, including the world’s 
only FTM-transsexual men adult 
videos. He is most proud of co¬ 


founding “Tranny Fest: Transgen¬ 
der Film Festival,” North America’s 
largest weeklong celebration dedi¬ 
cated to positive media images of 
transgender people. 

This year’s Pride festival will 
bring transgenders “back to the 
front of the parade,” said Lee, 
“where they belong.” 

Christopher Lee credited the 
grand marshal campaign with iden¬ 
tifying and bringing together those 
who have felt alienated from Pride. 

“Shawna and I campaigned for 
visibility, strength, and unity,” said 
Christopher Lee. “A lot of people 
were unaware that the public voted 
for marshals, or they didn’t see 
people they could relate to. We 
wanted to give them representa¬ 
tion; we are both forces to be reck¬ 
oned with and we are both big sin¬ 
ners and proud of it.” 

Pride’s Executive Director 
Teddy Witherington commended 
Lee and Virago for their outreach 
efforts. 

“Christopher and Shawna in 


particular have brought people to 
Pride who might never have gone 
to Pride before, and that’s a really 
good thing,” said Witherington. 
“They’ve reached out to a whole 
new community, and we look for¬ 
ward to celebrating with them.” 

Also announced this week was 
the Pride entertainment lineup, 
with 1980s genderbenders Dead 
or Alive, Soft Cell’s Marc Almond, 
Marcella Detroit, lanis Ian, and 
Pansy Division all headlining the 
Main Stage. Fore more informa¬ 
tion, visit www.sfpride.org.

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by death, as they are in Muslim 
countries like Saudi Arabia. 

In his concerns about the ulti¬ 
mate impact of immigration on 
his country’s institutions, Fortuyn 
probably exaggerated. The 
Netherlands already has among 
the most restrictive immigration 
policies in Europe, rejecting two of 
every three would-be immigrants. 
The American experience has 
been that wave after wave of im¬ 
migrants, initially feared as having 
hostile values and alien religions, 
have enriched our country. 

But if I were Dutch I might see 
immigration differently. A small 
nation of 16 million people, the 
Netherlands is already the second 
most densely populated country 
in the world. Almost 10 percent of 
the country’s population is non- 
European, the highest rate in 
Western Europe. Rotterdam, the 
country’s second-largest city, is 
now 45 percent foreign-born. Un¬ 
like Americans, the Dutch have a 
long history, culture, and language 
uniquely their own. Those things 
are worth preserving. 

The most important thing 
Fortuyn did for gays, however, was

simply to stand his own indepen¬ 
dent ground against vicious criti¬ 
cism.

Some people are ennobled by 
their untimely deaths; when they 
are gone, we suddenly realize how 
much promise was lost. James 
Dean was not a great actor, but he 
might have been. John Kennedy 
was not a great president, but he 
could have been. Pirn Fortuyn was 
not given the chance to show that 
a homosexual could be entrusted 
with the stewardship of his na¬ 
tion’s most precious values, but he 
should have been. T

and state, city, and federal housing 
laws. 

“The issue presented is the fol¬ 
lowing,” states the suit, “May 
plaintiffs, as landlords, require de¬ 
fendant, as tenant, to remove the 
pit bull from the building and 
comply with the ‘No Pets’ clause of 
his written rental agreement? If 
defendant fails to comply with 
plaintiffs’ demand that he remove 
the pit bull, may plaintiffs evict 
him for breach of his rental agree¬ 
ment and for permitting a nui¬ 
sance in or about the premises?” 

According to ALRP and other 
legal advisers in housing and dis¬ 
ability law, the answer is a re¬ 
sounding no. But Lowe, regardless 
of whether he would eventually 
prevail in court, believes the suit 
will continue until he is forced to 
stop fighting because “they know I 
don’t have the money to fight this.” 
Although his landlords have re¬ 
fused his checks since last Novem¬ 
ber, Lowe’s $740-per-month rent, 
put aside in the event that he and 
Sophie are allowed to stay, swal¬ 
lows most of his $885 disability 
check. 

The case is scheduled for a 
hearing in September, and the 
building owners will “accept any 
determination that the court may 
make,” according to a March 11 
letter from Ferster to Lowe. 

In the meantime, Lowe will 
continue to cherish Sophie’s pres¬ 
ence, he said, and seek legal repre¬ 
sentation that he can afford. ▼

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bars are moving away from a 
mainly white male crowd to a 
more racially diverse scene. 

“I see APIs really growing in the 
Castro. There is so much Asian 
tchotchkes in the Castro. There are 
all these Asian fusion restaurants,” 
said Edd Lee, the associate director 
of prevention services at the Asian 
and Pacific Islander Wellness Cen¬ 
ter. 

Lee, who is 27 and Korean 
American, said that wasn’t the case 
when he moved to the city three 
years ago from Minneapolis. 

“I was really surprised to run 
into Asians in the Castro,” he said 
of the change. 

The API Wellness Center, locat¬ 
ed on Polk Street, is venturing out 
to the Castro now to do outreach 
to acculturated Asians. Each 
Thursday staff from the center are 
in the neighborhood. 

“We are expanding our out¬ 
reach into the Castro,” said Lee, 
who is also looking to the new gay 
men’s health center in the Castro 
to also provide services to APIs. 

And this summer, Lee is ven¬ 
turing into a new arena to talk to 
APIs - the circuit party. 

“Asians are right up there at cir¬ 
cuit parties,” he said. “We are going 
to be at ReUnion this year and will 
set up a table about prevention.” 

As the API community contin¬ 
ues to grow and mature, a new 
group of gay men are raising their 
voices and staking new roles with¬ 
in the gay community. 

“I would like to continue seeing 
more and more Asian Americans, 
especially South Asians, being 
more involved in the mainstream, 
especially in AIDS and HIV. Right 
now there are not many roles in 
that,” said Devesh Khatu, of 
Trikone, a group for South Asian 
gays. ▼

ou just can’t go wrong with reality. That’s the 
message of this year’s San Francisco Documen¬ 
taries Festival, May 16-21 at Studio Z. 

Due to radically lowered production costs and 
the fact that just about any subject can find an audience these 
days, documentaries have become the medium of choice for 
many a do-it-yourself filmmaker. This year’s fest bears this 
out with a wide range of homegrown subject matter, from 
teenage boys engaging in bloody backyard wrestling, to old 


hippie dropouts searching for new ways to wipe their asses, 
to creepy, culty skullduggery involving kidnappings and cas¬ 
trations. Let’s look at four of the best. 

With the airwaves choking on corporate and right-wing 
propaganda, it’s a pleasure to see a documentary like Jennifer 
Read’s Owned. This lively history of computer hacking and 
those who do it samples the superstars of the field — “cy¬ 
bercriminal” Kevin Mittnick, for example — but is more 
compelling in showing that hackers are the kids of the sup¬ 


posedly conformist middle-class. The film nicely captures the 
seductiveness of this activity but also the intellectual chal¬ 
lenge, the sheer exuberance that comes when a single person 
(most often a teenage male, it seems) can bring down a 
major, heavily guarded website. And it isn’t as if they have no 
sense of humor. Qne-of these talented boyz creates a “graffi¬ 
ti robot” programmed to spray “Fuck the man!” on any wall 
that gets in its way — certainly an admirable message in any

A bad boy r s own story 


Edmund White's 'A Boy's Own Story' celebrates twenty years 




by Joe E. Jeffreys 


T wenty years ago, a boy narrator 
with no name appeared in a 
novel that has since become a 
landmark of gay 
Fiction. A Boy's Own Story, 

Edmund White’s first-per¬ 
son novel of growing up gay 
was hailed as a classic on 
publication in 1982. Twen¬ 
ty years out, it is being can¬ 
onized as such with a new 
edition in the prestigious 
Modern Library Series. 

White, 62, says that a 
classic is a book that “comes 
along first, like F. Scott 
Fitzgerald defined the flap¬ 
per, and this was a coming 
out novel of some sort be¬ 
fore there were many others.” The book 
tells the story of a boy between the ages of 
12 and 15 as he grapples with life and 


emerging sexuality. Over the years it has 
built a worldwide and crossover readership. 

“Lie’s struggling with his sexuality. 
Teenagers ail over the world struggle with 
their sexual identity, whether they are gay 
or straight,” says White of the boy whose 
story has been translated 
into languages including 
Dutch, German, French, 
Spanish, Italian, Swedish, 
Polish, Chinese, Japanese 
and Hebrew. “His inner de¬ 
bates and ruthlessness and 
fearlessness are all things 
that people recognize and 
identify with.” 

The book’s narrator is a 
shy boy unsure of his de¬ 
sires. White paints his actual 
youth as that of a bad boy. “I 
had been very sexually pre¬ 
cocious as a teenager, and by 
the time I was 16,1 had been to bed with I 
don’t know how many hundreds of men. I

I’ve tried everything I 
know to do, such as romantic can¬ 
dlelit dinners, walks on beaches 
with champagne, to even just 
coming out and asking, ‘What can 
I do to turn you on?”’ 

“Approximately 11 months 
ago, a serious relationship that I 
was in came to a close. Without 
getting into detail, it was mainly 
my own doing. We were both 
faithful and very compatible to¬ 
gether, and our communication 
was open, but I guess you could 
say we didn’t listen to one anoth¬ 
er 100%. I am now doing what 
any person in love would do to 
patch things up — write love let¬ 
ters, call, etc.” 

“Several years ago, I discovered 
pornographic magazines under 
the mattress of my partner’s side 
of the bed. At that time, we had a 
passionate sex life together, so it 
didn’t bother me too much. Late¬ 
ly, though, the frequency of our 
intimate encounters has been ta¬ 
pering off. Perhaps it’s because 
one of us works the night shift 
and the other works the day.” 

Okay, can you tell which if any 
of these came from a lesbian cou¬ 
ple? A gay couple? Straights? No? 
Neither can I. 

People will sometimes provide 
remarkably thorough biographi¬ 
cal data in their letters to my Ask 
Isadora sex advice column. “I am a 
software salesman, a gay man of 
37, 5’ 9”, blond hair, green eyes 
and lightly muscled body...” (Do I 
care? He’s writing for psychologi¬ 
cal feedback, not a personal ad.) 
But also, a letter-writer might go 
on to describe all the things s/he 
does to turn his or her partner on, 
as in Letter #1; to win back the 
partner’s love (Letter #2); or all 


the details of why s/he thinks the 
partner is addicted to pornogra¬ 
phy (Letter #3), but will leave out 
any signifying pronoun, perhaps 
by closeted habit. One might sup¬ 
pose that would render the ques¬ 
tion unanswerable, but the fact is 
it makes very little difference. Les¬ 
bian Bed Death happens, alas, in 
the beds of male and mixed cou¬ 
ples, too, as does everything else 
than can go wrong between two 
people in pursuit of coupled bliss. 

Gays of our lives 

What may be different: I really 
hate to generalize, since people 
themselves are so specific, but if 
the couple writing me describes a 
lifestyle in which both openly 
have outside sexual partners, they 
a're more likely to be gay males. If 
the couple moves within a com¬ 
munity of friends who are former 
lovers, lovers who are friends with 
other friends who may become 
lovers (so that the problem at 
hand reads like a cast call for Days 
of Our Lives), that is much likelier 
to be a lesbian letter writer. And if 
alcohol or drugs, both recreation¬ 
al and prescription, play a part in 
the problem, there seems to be a 
slight propensity for it to be a 
same-sex couple, the results of the 
strains still present today of grow¬ 
ing up gay. Of course, a straight 
person could also write (and often 
has) about open relationships, 
complicated social and sexual cir¬ 
cles, and substance misuse, we’re 
just talking numbers. 

What maybe the same: If a let¬ 
ter to me concerns issues of time 
(how much is spent with Sweetie 
vs. time alone, at work, or with 
friends and family), money 
(which is yours, mine, ours, and 
how it’s spent with or without 
consultations), or sex (doing what 
how often with whom), you can 
be sure that issue will be common 
to many other couples of all per¬ 
suasions. So are problems con-

■ suppose there may be contem¬ 
porary male vocalists with 
more talent than Sam Harris; 
but frankly, if there are, I don’t 
know them. His voice has great 
power and range, making him 
perfect for the Broadway stage, 
and no one can sell a ballad better. 
Accompanied by his pianist, Har¬ 
ris begins a two-week engagement 
Tuesday at The Plush Room. 
When he checks in by telephone 
from his Los Angeles home, I start 
with the important things. 

Robert Julian: Are you alone? 

Are you naked? 

Sam Harris: I am not naked, 
but I am alone. 

You sneaked into town a few 
months ago for a late show at the 
Plush Room which I attended. 

Was it a trial run of An Intimate 
Evening with Sam Harris? 

No. I was there for a benefit, 
and we decided to do one or two 
shows. It’s a nice, casual, cozy 
room, it wasn’t a trial thing. I’m 
still performing with my pianist 
Scott Schroeder, we’ve been work¬ 
ing together for 10 years. An “inti¬ 
mate evening” means it’s just me 
and Scott, but the show is always 
changing, we’re always trying to 
do new things. 

I noticed the last time you were in 
town that a large percentage of

the audience was gay men. Do you 
think this reflects your fan base? 

I guess so. It depends on where 
I am, and the venue. Certain cities 
I do concert dates where the de¬ 
mographic is quite different, more 
middle-American. Some places I 
draw a large black contingent, 
which I love. I’m fortunate to have 
a large gay fan base, because 
they’re a great audience. 

You were the first Star Search 
winner in the male vocalist catego¬ 
ry. In retrospect, was the Star 
Search thing a curse or a blessing? 


Both. A blessing because it was 
new, raw, and fresh — it was the 
thing to watch. It got me televi¬ 
sion exposure, and a big fat intro¬ 
duction. A curse in that the show 
grew slick over the years, and that 
brought in a certain cheese factor. 
Well, you don’t choose to be the 
Star Search poster boy, but having 
done other things, it’s become the 
foundation of my career but not 
the main event. 

What was it like being naked on 
stage every night in the LA pro¬ 
duction of Hair? 

Terrifying, then freeing, very 
freeing. It was crazy, because it’s a 
play, and my character isn’t typi¬ 
cally naked, but they wanted me 
to be naked. It turned out to be 
two minutes instead of 10 sec¬ 
onds. After a while you get used to 
it. The hardest part was in re¬ 
hearsal under florescent lights 
with the cast all taking off their 
clothes. That was freaky. I had to 
sing, run offstage and take my 
clothes off, then come right back 
naked. I was the only person who 
didn’t have time to fluff. 

They had fluffers? 

No, but the guys kind of got 
things going on their own, if you 
know what I mean. If I ever do it 
again, a fluffer has to be part of 
my contract.

John Leguizamo's

W hen you’re sitting with an 
audience that is uproari- 
w m ously amused and you’re 
only moved to an occasional smile 
and the odd chuckle, you might 
reasonably conclude that the 
show isn’t working for you. But 
John Leguizamo’s Sexaholix works 
on enough levels that post-per¬ 
formance activity might range 
from smashing a beer can on your 
forehead to swirling armangac in 
a snifter. 

The startling self-revelation 
and intelligence behind 
Leguizamo’s latest one-man show 
alone creates a memorable expe¬ 
rience, and while the performer 
knows how to draw big laughs 
from a crowd, there is always the 
sense that he’s trying to give 
something more. 

Now at the Orpheum Theatre 
following a Broadway run, Sexa¬ 
holix provides Leguizamo with yet 
another opportunity to pay 
homage to the absurdities of life. 
Especially of his life. As he did in 
Freak and Spic-O-Rama,

' ; hey dream of holding hands 
in public in Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage, getting jobs at Studio 
54, and living it up at the Anvil. 
This is Oz for two AWOL buddies 
working in a gay dive in Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio, circa 1978. 

They are also the title charac¬ 
ters in Knuckles and Crunch, a 
new play by Theatre Rhino’s artis¬ 
tic director Doug Holsclaw now 
having its world premiere at his 
theater. Unlike the characters in 
Of Mice and Men, which Holsclaw 
says was an inspiration, or Ratso 
Rizzo and Joe Buck in Midnight 
Cowboy, who they also resemble, 
Knuckles and Crunch may actual¬ 
ly reach their promised land. 

But if their future success there 
is doubtful, there are times when 
their present is also in question. 
Holsclaw has mixed in enough 
fantasies, dreams, and flashbacks 
to call into question reality in gen¬ 
eral. It’s unclear, though, if this is 
by accident or design, which can 
leave an audience as much frus¬ 
trated as challenged. 

The core story of two mis¬ 
matched losers, who are more 
than friends but not quite lovers, 
holds promise. Like the street- 
smart George and the gentle-giant 
Lennie in Steinbeck’s Of Mice and 
Men, Hollis and Ray find strength 
from each other in an often hos¬ 
tile world. But there isn’t much 
tension for the pair after they get

hired on at a comically dysfunc¬ 
tional but non-threatening gay 
bar (elaborately realized from Jay 
Lasnik’s design). 

The story of Hollis (nick¬ 
named Crunch) and Ray (Knuck¬ 
les) becomes defused amid the ca- 
perings at the bar, including an 
aging go-go boy who imagines 
himself a ballet dancer and the 
blustering owner who waters 
down the drinks. The play be¬ 
comes an uneasy blend of pathos 
and burlesque, especially when a 
pair of fantasy drag queens inter¬ 
rupts the action to perform a 
Shirley Bassey or Diana Ross an¬ 
them. Still, even with shaky lip¬ 
syncing by Robert Martinez and 
Brian Yates Sharber, these are the 
most electric moments of the pro¬ 
duction. 

Director Adele Prandini hasn’t 
found a way to sort out the tonal 


cross currents or how to punctu¬ 
ate scenes that too often dribble to 
a close. The cast does admirable 
work amid the uncertain inten¬ 
tions, with John Michael Beck and 
Jon Gale, as Hollis and Ray, find¬ 
ing moments when their charac¬ 
ters connect with each other and 
with us. Ron Lanza is amusingly 
gruff as the bar owner, and Cory 
McDaniel lends a fading inno¬ 
cence to the role of the 
dancer/bartender. 

But if Knuckles and Crunch is a 
play that never quite finds its foot¬ 
ing, it is seldom boring. There is 
at least diversion in the variety of 
this odd mixture. T

'Contents Under Pressure' at NCTC

he world premiere of Mart 
Crowley’s long-awaited se¬ 
ll quel to The Boys in the Band 
is one of the highlights of New 
Conservatory Theatre Center’s 
upcoming Pride season. In fact, 
it’s one of four world premieres in 
the center’s eighth season of gay- 
oriented drama. 

The recently announced 2002- 
03 season also packages for the 
first time all co-productions with 
outside groups under the banner 
of a theater festival to run from 
July through December. “Twist 
and Shout” is the umbrella title 
for these six shows. 

But the main event 
at NCTC is the Pride 
season, and this year’s 
collection of plays is 
being billed as “Con¬ 
tents Under Pressure.” 

“It just felt like all 
the plays I read for the 
new season had 
something bub¬ 
bling under the 
surface,” NCTC 
Artistic Director Ed Decker said. 
“Things are also boiling globally, 
and ‘Contents Under Pressure’ felt 
like an apt theme to describe the 
feelings I have as an artistic direc¬ 
tor to keep a non-profit arts orga¬ 
nization growing.” 

Like most theater companies, 
NCTC suffered “fairly significant¬ 
ly” in the wake of the recession 
and Sept. 11. “We felt it mostly in 
single-ticket sales because a lot of 
those sales depend upon people 
visiting San Francisco,” Decker 
said. “It feels like it’s picking up a 
little bit.” 

But most season subscriptions 
were purchased before Sept. 11, 
and those numbers show an in¬ 
crease — from 600 for the previ¬ 
ous season to 850 subscribers for 
the current one. 

Here are the productions that 
Decker hopes will further add to 
that base, starting with two sum¬ 
mer productions billed as “pre¬ 
season special events.” 

• Confessions of a Mormon Boy 
(Aug. 7 - 25), a solo show written 
and performed by Steven Fales, 
relates his failed efforts in repara¬ 
tive heterosexual therapy and his 
excommunication from the Mor¬ 
mon church. “It’s being work- 
shopped across the country,” 
Decker said, “and the plan is to 
use San Francisco as the final stop 
before New York.” 

• PINS (Aug. 14 - Oct. 13) will 
be the world premiere of Jim

Provenzano’s stage adaptation of 
his novel about homophobia in 
school sports. NCTC commis¬ 
sioned Provenzano, author of the 
B.A.R.’s weekly Sports Complex 
column, to create a play from his 
book. 

• The Men from the 
Boys (Oct. 16 - Dec. 8 ) is 
the official launch to the 
main Pride season, and 
finally gives Mart Crow¬ 
ley a forum for his se¬ 
quel to The Boys in the 
Band. Most of the orig¬ 
inal characters are back 
from the 1968 play, 
along with some 
younger ones, in a 
work that has lan¬ 
guished unproduced for nearly a 
decade. “I think it’s a very compli¬ 
cated process to write a sequel to 
something as seminal as Boys in 
the Band,” Decker said. “You have 
to let it be what it’s going to be.” 

• The Bombay Trunk (Oct. 30 - 
Jan. 5) is a new murder mystery 
from gay novelist Felice Picano. 
“It’s one of those mysteries that 
just when you think you’ve fig¬ 
ured it out, there’s another twist 
that blows your mind,” Decker 
said. “As far as the sexuality and 
gender of the characters is con¬ 
cerned, that also switches 
throughout the play.” 

• Thief River (Jan. 8 - March 9) 
is a tale of two men from rural 
Minnesota and the different jour¬ 
neys they take in the face of their 
love. Playwright Lee Blessing (A 
Walk in the Woods) is straight, but 
Decker said, “Of all the material 
that I read last year I was most 
struck by this play.” 

• In the Garden (Jan. 22 - 
March 30), by Bay Area native 
Norman Allen, blurs sexual iden¬ 
tifications as it explores the pres¬ 
sures to be both successful at work 
and in the bedroom. “The juxta¬ 
position of those two elements,” 
Decker said, “seems to explode in 
these people’s faces all the time.” 

• Mysterious Skin (April 23 - 
June 28, 2003) is the world pre¬ 
miere of local playwright Prince 
Gomolvilas’ adaptation of the 
Scott Heim novel. It’s the story of

two boys who share a traumatic 
secret, and their disparate reac¬ 
tions to it. Decker reports that 
Heim is “very pleased” with the 
adaptation, which NCTC com¬ 
missioned. 

• When Pigs Fly (May 7 - June 
28, 2003) is a whimsical musical 
by Howard Crabtree and Mark 
Waldrop about Crabtree’s unusu¬ 
al journey to off-Broadway suc¬ 
cess. “It’s placed last on the sea¬ 
son,” Decker said, “because it’s 
going to take us a year to build all 
those wild costumes.” 

• The Twist and Shout festival 
of co-productions will run from 
July through December, and 
NCTC’s In Concert series will re¬ 
turn in the early part of 2003. 

Leibe Wetzel, Noel Alumit, 
Tim Miller, and Keith Hennessy 
are among the familiar names be¬ 
hind the co-productions. Further 
details will be provided in the next 
Backstage column.

his girlfriend’s breasts after their 
infant son has finished dining, 
and he compares the taste of 
breast milk to sperm. But we don’t 
find out whether he has tasted of 
foreign sperm or only sampled his 
own output. 

The sex in Sexoholix is almost 
exclusively heterosexual, but when¬ 
ever he threatens to become a 
macho asshole, Leguizamo usually 
reports humiliating defeat. Indeed, 
he candidly tells us that an early at¬ 
tempt at seduction fails when the 
girl laughs at the diminutive size of 
his pinga, a Spanish idiom that is 
frequently invoked. 

He eventually finds his soul 
mate, a woman “who calls me on 
by bullshit but is sweet when she 


does it.” The birth of their two 
children has made Leguizamo 
softer, and he does do the proud- 
dad bit. But he even adds a bit of 
a twist to that. After a believable 
ode to holding a new life in your 
hands, he says, “And I realized no 
matter what I did I’m going to 
fuck her up.” It’s a good joke, but 
one in which Leguizamo recog¬ 
nizes that inevitably a lot of par¬ 
enting is bad parenting regardless 
of the intentions. 

It’s that kind of smartness that 
gives Leguizamo an edge. And 
when it is applied to his charac¬ 
terizations of friends, lovers, and 
family, there is a commitment to 
finding essentials while bringing 
in enough broadness to keep it 
openly funny. He does wonderful 
evocations of his “posse” and 
there is an unforgettable impres¬ 
sion of his saucy grandfather. 


Leguizamo also has a special 
skill with the women of his life, 
and it is clear he is trying to deliv¬ 
er the truths in their behavior. 
When you bring an audience to a 
believable place, even a sigh or a 
moan can elicit a knowing laugh 
because it rings so true. 

And let it be said that the 37- 
year-old Leguizamo can still shake 
his groove thing with the passion 
of the possessed. A taped perfor¬ 
mance of Sexoholix has recently 
been on HBO, but in-the-flesh is 
so much better. Leguizamo says 
this is his last tour in a solo show, 
which is a word to the wise among 
the curious. T

Real men dance in boots in 'Malambo' 


eyelashes. It was as unlikely as it 
sounds. 

The Malambo itself is a boot 
dance with the stomps, spinning 
and footwork you’d expect, but 
also an interesting way of hitting 
the side of their feet and then soft¬ 
ly scuffling the floor. Every tango 
offered a different flavor, from 
druggy to ballistic, all sensual but 
all different, as if there were a mil¬ 
lion different ways to make love. 
The flamenco was thrown into 
this soup for no apparent reason, 
usually in the middle of big group 
numbers without a focus, as if not 
to take the limelight away from 
the tangoers. The “ballet” adver¬ 
tised was, in fact, a Marilyn Mon- 
roe-type dancing barefoot, whip¬ 
ping-off little small-town jetes 
and vamping. What was that all 
about? 

They should market this show 
as a Father’s Day gift. This is a 
chance for straight, middle-aged 
men to bond with a concept that 
was created for them. 

There is a number that illus¬ 
trates this: a tango sandwich with 
the Sean Connery figure dancing 
hip to hip to hip with two slinky 
female dancers in velvet gowns. 
Everything about the tango is 
high heels and lipstick, while 
Malambo is a bunch of guys 
stomping in the dirt. That’s the 
show, but it’s done up with great 
music, dynamic dancers, a fun, 
showbiz set with a retractable 
staircase and torches, lots of red 
and purple spotlights, and a green

II I the Theatre on the 
Square, fits into the Riverdance 
school of popular entertainment, 
designed to wow you with the¬ 
atrical hoopla so that you don’t 
notice that the dance form at its 
core is, for the most part, rather 
folksy. 


From the creators of Forever 
Tango, a show that seemed to run 
forever, (remember the “steamy” 
bus-stop ads of a leggy female 
locked in gymnastic embrace?) 
Malambo is advertised as a fusion: 
of tango, gaucho, flamenco and 
ballet. If it sounds like a smor- 
gadsbord, it is, and the sketchy at¬ 
tempt to tie it all together with a 
narrative is embarrassingly bad. 
But the 10-piece orchestra offers 
some dreamy music, and the 
dancers stomp and sneer and gen¬ 
erally put on a good show. 

The whole thing is reminiscent 
of a floor show at one of those 
1940s nightclubs in a Rita Hay¬ 
worth movie. And yes, there’s a 
singer, an Argentinean Jerry Vale, 
who strides out from the velvet 
curtain, tuxedo and microphone, 
to warble something in Spanish 
about love. 

The fact that the leading 
dancers are middle-aged men (as 
were most of the on-stage or¬ 
chestra) grounded things, made 
the dance seem real despite the 
glitzy packaging. Malamo refers to 
a traditional form, a gaucho 
dance; the tango, is, well, the 
dance of sexual frustration. These 
contrasting forms, representing 
the countryside and the city, the 
immigrants and the natives, the 
earthy and the urbane, were the 
basic plot of the show.

The sound of the mournful ban- 
doneon is enough to take you far 
away from Vegas, all the way to 
mother Argentina, where real 
people still tango in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and 50-year-old men can 
be sex symbols. T

Tobey Maguire is a fab 'Spider-Man'

hat if one of us became a 
' superhero? In The Ice 
Storm, the 1997 Ang Lee- 
directed film about the meltdown 
of a Watergate-era American fam¬ 
ily, Tobey Maguire is Paul Hood, 
a sexually frustrated prep-school 
student who thinks he’s found the 
secrets of the universe in a comic 
book. “In Issue #141 of The Fan¬ 
tastic Four, published in Novem¬ 
ber 1973, Reed Richards has to use 
his anti-matter weapon on his 
own son, who, a nihilist, has 
turned into a human atom bomb. 
It was a typical predicament for 
the Fantastic Four, because they 
weren’t like other superheroes, 
they were more like a family, and 
the more power they had, the 
more harm they could do to each 
other without even knowing it. 
That was the meaning of the Fan¬ 
tastic Four, that a family is like 
your own personal anti-matter, 
your family is the Void you 
emerge from and the place you re¬ 
turn to when you die. And that’s 
the paradox: the closer you’re 
drawn back in, the deeper into the 
void you go.” Paul Hood tries to 
escape his troubled family and 
shed his pathetic virginity. 

Since The Ice Storm, Tobey 
Maguire has carved out a unique 
screen niche as the shyly sheepish 
dog-slaying trickster who wins the 
man in Wonder Boys, the sickly 
orphan who saves a tribe of lost 
boys in The Cider House Rules, 
and the promiscuous shoe sales¬ 
man who dares death to take a 
holiday in Woody Allen’s Decon¬ 
structing Harry. Still, it was quite 
a leap for director Sam Raimi to 
see in Maguire the potential to 
reach the Holy Grail of screen 
geekdom: Peter Parker, the termi¬ 
nally nerdy schoolboy, who, while 
spying the girl of his dreams on a 
museum field trip, is bitten by a 
rare type of insect, and wakes up 
to find a sticky substance flowing 
from the pores of his fingertips. 
Just as a guy behind me at Spider- 
Mans SF press preview shouts, 
“What a dork,” Maguire’s Parker 
discards his glasses, slips a low- 
carb gym body into a skintight 
red suit, and faster than you can 
say, “picks a pack of pickled pep¬ 
pers,” starts swinging from 
rooftops to speeding beer-trucks 
to rid New York of evildoers. Our 
beloved Tobey has come full cir¬ 
cle, but the question remains: Do 
even Spider-Man’s sticky powers 
give our guilty hero the ability to 
escape his family and shed his pa¬ 
thetic virginity? 

When Ang Lee switched from 


The Ice Storm brand of personal 
filmmaking to the mass appeal of 
Crouching Tiger..., he was moving 
up to the big boys’ world of re¬ 
spectable budgets and Top 10- 
grossing films, losing some of his 
early fans in the process. Raimi 
knew he faced the opposite dilem¬ 
ma: leaving behind a die-hard fan 
base that loved him for the non¬ 
stop violence of his trailblazing 
Evil Dead films as well as the tor¬ 
tured superhero of Dark Man. 
Now, Tobey’s tortured, too, but in 
a sublimely different way, more 
like a comic book version of a 
Henry James hero. 

The trick is for Tobey’s Spider- 
Man to meet the girl, save the girl, 
without quite getting the girl. For 
the trick to work, that girl has got 
to be able to kick some serious 
butt, has got to be Kirsten Dunst, 
who, at 20, has 30 films under her 
belt, rocketing in seven years from 
the barely pubescent baby blood¬ 
sucker of Interview with the Vam¬ 
pire to the rich and willful blonde 
of Crazy/Beautiful. It’s hard to 
have a sexy Spider-Man with that 
stupid spider-mask — not even a 


hole for the mouth. Dunst scores 
with a mask-peeling kiss to an up¬ 
side-down Tobey, their tongues as 
comfortable around each other as 
with dialogue like, “You have a 
knack for getting in trouble,” and, 
“I have a superhero stalker.” 

The film has an off-beat sup¬ 
porting cast, actors who don’t 
normally have balloons trailing 
from their mouths, to supply 
Parker a family to fight for or es¬ 
cape. Cliff Robertson (who hasn’t 
looked this happy since his best 
actor Oscar) is the uncle, uttering 
Spider-Man co-creator Stan Lee’s 
dictum about great powers bring¬ 
ing great responsibilities; Rose¬ 
mary Harris (more often in the 
snobby environs of Shaw and Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf) breathes life into the 
aunt’s cartoon saintliness; and 
Willem Dafoe gives a campy mus¬ 
cularity to Spider-Man’s Green 
Goblin arch-rival, allowing fans of 
a darker bent the vicarious thrill 
of seeing a little spider-blood 
shed. ▼

context. Luminaries who appear 
in Owned include phone-freaker 
extraordinaire Cap’n Crunch, for¬ 
mer fugitive Kevin Poulson — 
both extremely articulate — and 
two nerdy FBI agents who invade 
a hacker convention only to be ex¬ 
posed, with a lot of laughs from 
both sides, by the canny promot¬ 
ers in a “Spot the Fed” contest. 

Equally lively but perhaps 
more demented are the boyz of 
Paul Hough’s The Backyard. One 
of the byproducts of the success of 
the Worldwide Wrestling Federa¬ 
tion has been the creation of im¬ 
promptu, violent backyard bouts 
by teenagers across the country. 
These events are bizarro-world 
mirror images of the WWF the¬ 
atrics, but also their opposite. 
Whereas the professional events 
are mostly stuntwork and the¬ 
atrics, the backyard variety, in 
which teenage boys (and a few 
girls) wrestle/assault each other, 
involves real weapons like barbed 
wire, stapleguns and broken glass, 
and the real possibility of injury. 
The wife of one of the partici¬ 
pants says her husband “likes to 
bleed,” but who knew so many 
other guys do? A whole mytholo¬ 
gy has grown up around this phe¬ 
nomenon, with innumerable 
websites and legendary characters 
like “Bingo the Pot-Smoking 
Monster” and “The Lizard,” both 
featured in the film. There’s so 
much free-flowing masochism in 
this scene that you might mistake 
it for a night at the Eagle, but 
there’s also some disturbing ho¬ 
mophobia when one of the more 
violent miscreants compares what 
he’s doing to “fagbashing.” The 
film provides an intriguing class

contrast when it visits an upstate 
New York community of middle- 
class kids whose parents and 
school approve of and supervise 
the events, and lovingly tend to 
the boys’ occasional scratch or 
hangnail — a far cry from the 
“fuck it all” attitude of the version 
played out in the trailer parks and 
slums of the Southwest. 

Squirrel shoot 

More grounded, literally, are 
Bill and Lydia in Ben Thompson’s 
What Are You Going to Do With¬ 
out Toilet Paper?, a witty portrait 
of a hippie couple who dropped 
out of society during the flower- 
power craze of the late ’60s. Their 
location is kept secret, since the 
pair support themselves by selling 
primo pot. When they’re not get¬ 
ting high (10 to 20 joints a day) or 
watching porn delivered by 
FedEx, they’re shooting squirrels 
or searching for the choicest ass- 
paper they can find (cotton cloth, 
apparently, which they studiously 
bury in the woods). The picture is 
intimate and mostly endearing; 
both Bill and Lydia have a sense of 
humor. Bill, a former school¬ 
teacher, is especially eloquent on 
such subjects as pot vs. money 
(“It’s better to have pot and no 
money than money and no pot”).

was an odd bird that way.” When 
it came time to write A Boy’s Own 
Story, White says, “I thought if I 
write that, it will just be the story 
of a freak, and I wanted to write 
the story of someone much more 
representative. So I made him 
much more shy than I was. I was 
also sort of precocious intellectu¬ 
ally. I wanted to make this kid 
more like the profile of many of 
my gay friends who have talked to 
me about their growing up.” 

The picaresque novel is delicate¬ 
ly and precisely written, and while 
the boy does come out at the book’s 
end, it is far from a warm and fuzzy 
acceptance. Its sinister conclusion 
stirred much debate and controver¬ 
sy when first published. White 
notes, “Certainly, people who were 


looking for a happy, self-affirming 
ending did not get it.” 

The boy reflects at its conclu¬ 
sion on his newfound “impossible 
desire to love a man but not be a 
homosexual.” For a book with a 
reputation as a tender coming-of- 
age story, “Gay is good,” to echo a 
slogan of its era, this is not. As 
Allan Gurganus, author of The 
Oldest Living Confederate Widow 
Tells All and Plays Well With Oth¬ 
ers, writes in his insightful intro¬ 
duction to the new edition, 
White’s novel “succeeds as fiction 
precisely in how it fails as a ‘come 
on out’ brochure.” 

Getting closer 

“If you are a minority writer, 
you can’t help but be aware that 
when you write a last scene like in 
A Boy’s Own Story, it’s going to be 
debated and objected to by many 
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variety meats (raccoon is like 
“greasy beef,” possums have 
“hardly any meat”), and the lack 
of necessity for bathing. Still, it 
would have been nice to hear 
more from Bill’s estranged daugh¬ 
ter, who, while thanking her par¬ 
ents for teaching her to “always 
tell the truth,” says her dad was a 
“tyrant.” Dog-lovers won’t be 
thrilled to hear that Bill prefers to 
drown his dog’s puppies rather 
than have her spayed, but maybe 
that’s what they have to do in this 
zany two-person subculture. 

Less sanguine but more bloody 
is Missing Allen. This exceptional 
portrait of the hunt for a lost 
friend (and former cameraman) 
takes filmmaker Christian Bauer 
into some of the darkest of Amer¬ 
ica’s many dark byways. Allen is 
seen in retrospect, laughing and 
carrying on, and a portrait of him 
as a loving, charismatic, intelligent 
guy emerges from interviews with 
many of his friends. But after his 
disappearance, an investigation of 
his belongings reveals a whacked- 
out mentality ripe for cultifica- 
tion, and this being America, he 
didn’t have far to look. What no 
one could have predicted was the 
Byzantine web of weirdness he 
would fall into, which the film 
meticulously documents, involv¬ 
ing claims of alien possession, 
doomsday mania, castration, and 
murder across several states. The 
cast of characters, some of them 
seen only in photographs or heard 
in mysterious phone calls, along 
with gruesome crime scenes and a 
Waco connection, make this one 
of the creepiest forays into the hell 
that is the heartland since the 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre. Only 
this one isn’t fiction. ▼

How did the three of you (editors 
Ryan, Daphne Gottlieb, Aaron

Actually, there are four of us 
and countless other phenomenal 
people who have volunteered 
their advice and their services to 
Lodestar. My partner Frank Farm 
is the Managing Editor and Web 
Developer. A Godsend! Aaron 
Jason, the Fiction Editor, and I 
have been friends for many years. 
We were both published in the 
Men on Men series. And Daphne 
Gottlieb was his recommenda¬ 
tion. A brilliant poet. All of us 
work incredibly well together. 
Much better than I hoped, con¬ 
sidering my experience as an edi¬ 
tor in the past. Writer egos are so 
very hard to fit into our pockets to 
ignore. Yet, we do it nicely. 

When queer presses are disap¬ 
pearing and gay bookstores clos¬ 
ing, how did you find the courage 
to begin such a venture? 

These disappearances and clo¬ 
sures alarmed me as a writer but 
fueled me considerably as an edi¬ 
tor. If so many presses and book¬ 
stores could come to an end in 
such a short time, then something 
had to be done, and it had to be 
something that didn’t depend 
upon profits and expenses. The 
Internet seems the obvious alter¬ 
native. I fund the journal on my 
own. It doesn’t amount to much 
at all. No one is paid. We do the 
work out of love for good litera¬ 
ture and for that literature’s con¬ 
tinuance and increased visibility. 
We reach far more people on the 
Web than we could in print. Most 
literary journals print editions of 
only a few hundred copies. That 
readership has no boundaries on 
the Internet. Millions of people 
can read Lodestar. 

What's coming in future issues?

W e are no longer publish¬ 
ing’s flavor of the month, 
and our books are disap¬ 
pearing from mainstream houses 
and mainstream bookstores just 
as queer presses and queer book¬ 
stores are closing. Into that fright¬ 
ening void comes Lodestar Quar¬ 
terly (www.lodestarquarterly. 
com), an online journal of the 
finest gay and lesbian literature, 
and it is an extraordinary gift to 
writers and readers alike. The first 
issue includes an essay on time by 
Felice Picano, short fiction by Sara 
McAulay and David Pratt, a very 
dark and funny play by Prince 
Gomolvilas, poetry by Gerry 
Gomez Pearlberg, and much 
more. After a glorious wallow in 
all of this wonderful writing, I had 
to contact San Francisco- 
based founder and edi¬ 
tor-in-chief Patrick 
Ryan to find out 
just what the up 
was. 

Deborah Peifer: 

Can you tell me 
something about 
Lodestar's genesis? 

Patrick Ryan: Lodestar was 
fashioned from what I saw lacking 
in other online queer journals. 
This isn’t to say that I didn’t or 
don’t respect these journals, but 
only that I personally wanted cer¬ 
tain things from a journal on the 
Internet and that many of those 
things weren’t present. I had dif¬ 
ferent ideas about site architec¬ 
ture. About usability. I wanted 
homage paid to our established 
writers and a recognition of their 
literary craftsmanship. An open¬ 
ness to many genres and voices. 
Dramatic plays, for example. Be¬ 
sides, could there be too many lit¬ 
erary journals or too many things

to read for enjoyment and stimu¬ 
lation? Not in my opinion. Thus, 
Lodestar. 

I notice that you call yourself an 
online journal of "gay and 
lesbian" literature, 
rather than the 
ubiquitous, and 
some might say in¬ 
iquitous, lesbian gay 
bisexual transgender. 
Was that a polit¬ 
ical choice? Aes¬ 
thetic? 

Perhaps aes¬ 
thetics. How much space on the 
page should I use for just the jour¬ 
nal’s motto? I rejected advertise¬ 
ments on the page, too. Banner 
ads or endorsements are distrac¬ 
tions. But it would be foolish to 
ignore the political reverberation 
of such a choice. I was born and 
raised in New Orleans, so maybe I 
have a different point of view. I 
find much of our ubiquitous 
queer lexicon to be too carefully 
constructed and ultimately te¬ 
dious and unnecessary. I’m tired 
of terminology. I understand that 
some people find comfort and a 
sense of inclusion when sheltered 
by these terms, but eventually I’d 
like to move past categorization.

New work from SF erotic photographer

very day, gay men escape the 
persecution and rejection of 
narrow-minded hometowns 
and head for gay-friendly urban 
centers like West Hollywood and 
San Francisco’s Castro. Once there, 
they are bombarded from all direc¬ 
tions by one image of male beauty: 
young, pumped, gym-toned per¬ 
fection. And that image is every¬ 
where: on magazines, posters, 
greeting cards, ads for gyms, cos¬ 
metics, even car insurance. 

For the thousands of gay men 
who are seeking love and accep¬ 
tance, but do not look like that 
ideal image, the implied message 
is clear: you’re too old, too fat, too 
thin, you’re not good enough. 
There’s a wonderful party going 
on, but you’re not invited. 

Visual images are powerful 
things, especially photographic 
images which suggest a “photore¬ 
alistic” view of reality. One of the 
premier erotic photographers of 
our time, Tom Bianchi, is now di¬ 
recting the power of his images 
towards a more inclusive vision of 
gay male sexuality. 

With his new book On the 
Couch (Bruno Gmiinder), 
Bianchi breaks new ground by 
celebrating men of a wide variety 
of ages and body types. “I really 
wanted to express a more broad 
range of what is beautiful,” he 
says. “I want people to be able to 
find themselves in it.” 

What’s most striking to the ca¬ 
sual observer is that these color 
images of men, some alone, some 
in pairs, capture a tangible erotic 
charge and a sense of intimacy 
that’s hardly ever seen in tradi¬ 
tional male erotica. 

“Some photographers show us 
images of the same untouchable, 
pumped-up icons again and 
again, but what are we learning?” 
he asks. Bianchi is now learning 
from his subjects, most of whom 
are not professional models. 

Erotic reality 

“I’m looking to be the student, 
for men who can show me some¬ 
thing about our sexual natures 
that I don’t know about. These are 
real men, dealing with and enjoy¬ 
ing their sexuality.” Bianchi ad¬ 
mits that On the Couch breaks 
new ground for him as well. 


“It’s more erotic, more explicit, 
way beyond what’s been done in po¬ 
lite company. But it’s taught me that 
there’s nothing about us sexually, or 
our anatomy, that’s not appropriate. 
The point is not to do it for shock 
value, but to depict a sense of the 
erotic reality of ourselves.” 

Over the years, Bianchi has 
faced criticism that his erotic im¬ 
ages exclude many different types 
of bodies. The irony of On the 
Couch is that the photos are so 
beautifully rendered that the ob¬ 
server needs to look carefully to 
realize that many of his subjects 
are not gym-perfect. 

Although his subjects clearly 
take good care of themselves, 
Bianchi rejects the idea that for an 
image to be erotic, the subject 
needs to have an ideal body. “I 
think we respond naturally and 
appropriately to people who pro¬ 
ject a sense of their own beauty,” 
he says. “If men see themselves as 
beautiful and they project it, we’re 
responding to that positiveness.” 

Conversely, Bianchi sees a 
deeper meaning beneath the ob¬ 
jections of those who resent the 
images he creates. “We live in a 
very toxic culture that refuses to 
acknowledge itself. If you think 
you’re of a certain age, or no one 
would be attracted to you, then 
that’s what you project,” he says. 


“There are a lot of people whose 
attitude is, T’m unhappy and it’s 
your fault.’” 

Yet there are many mature 
men depicted in his book. “The 
combined ages of the men on the 
cover is 94,” he says. “One is 50 
and one is 44. That’s 94 years of 
gay experience you’re looking at.” 

Body of work 

Over the years, Bianchi has 
chronicled the evolution of how 
gay men perceive themselves and 
their sexuality. When he was com¬ 
ing to sexual awareness in the 
1970s, “The object of gay men’s 
desire was straight men,” says the 
56-year-old Bianchi. “I was in the 
generation that found gyms. Tom 
of Finland created highly mascu¬ 
line gay images, and life imitated 
art; people began to create them¬ 
selves in that image.” 

In the 1980s, Bianchi left a 
high-powered law career to pur¬ 
sue life as an artist and sculptor, 
becoming a prominent figure in 
New York’s fine art world. He dis¬ 
covered photography as a means 
to celebrate the human form, and 
in 1991 his first book, Out of the 
Studio, became a bestseller. 

That book featured the playful 
camaraderie of gay men (as well 
as women) in swimming pools 
and on beaches. The sexuality that 
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Tom Bianchi's On the Couch — intimacy among picture-perfect men. 


was implied in that book became 
more overt in the book In the Stu¬ 
dio. “I came clean on the subject,” 
says Bianchi. “The text admits that 
the photos were of sex play and 
that I was a participant in that.” 

Three years ago, Bianchi met 
his partner BJ, an executive whom 
he describes as “beautiful, compe¬ 
tent, computer literate and won¬ 
derful,” and the two moved from 
New York to San Francisco in 
1999. Bianchi dedicated the new 
book to BJ, “because this was his 
couch, he gave me the camera, and 
he isn’t threatened by naked guys 


carrying on in our living room.” 

Capturing his subjects’ sexuali¬ 
ty in his own home on his living- 
room couch is significant for 
Bianchi. “It makes it very real and 
natural,” he says. “We’re all ‘on the 
couch,’ a place for making love and 
also for introspection and healing.” 

But capturing a sense of gay 
men’s sexuality today is Bianchi’s 
primary goal. “We’ve been 
through a sexual revolution and 
an evolution,” he says. “We’re 
making a record of where we are 
with our sexual energy in this 
place and time.” T 
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Zen in 
the Castro 

T here’s far too much speed in this 
town and way too little medita¬ 
tion. I’m not necessarily propos¬ 
ing one as a cure for the other, though 
speed is definitely a cure for medita¬ 
tion. Sometimes if you read the energy 
of the gay community, you get a sense 
everyone is going about a million miles 
an hour in their heads, and doing 
everything they can to get their bodies 
to keep up. Of course, that’s society in 
general, so I’m not saying it’s just us. 
But somehow we ought to know better. 

Recently I spent some time being in¬ 
troduced to Soto Zen meditation as 
practiced by the fine folks at the Hart¬ 
ford Street Zen Center, that oasis of 
tranquility in the heart of the Castro. 
The center, housed in the beautiful old 
Victorian at 57 Hartford St., is the site 
of “Issan-ji, One Mountain Temple,” a 
lovingly crafted Zendo meditation 
space named after the late Issan Tommy 
Dorsey, founder of Hartford Street Zen 
Center, which opened in 1981. Issan, 
who had been a flamboyant drag queen 
and party boy, turned his life around 
and created a respected Soto Zen Bud¬ 
dhist community that still, to this day, 
actively embraces gays and lesbians. 

So here’s a tip for all you fast-lane 
gays and lesbians who want to slow 
down, quiet your minds, and restore 
some of your dissipated energy: visit 
Issan-ji and try sitting zazen once in a 
while. Let your thoughts become like 
leaves floating on the wind. Let go of 
them. Lose your attachment to them. Sit 
cross-legged on a cushion, facing the 
wall, and focus on the breath. Empty the 
mind. Feel the peacefulness flowing in. 

Each weekday starting at 6 a.m. you 
can partake of the 40-minute sittings 
in Issan-ji, open to the public and free 
of charge (donations always welcome). 
For those who want to file in early, the 
temple (in the building’s basement) 
opens at 5 a.m. The formal sitting is 
followed at 6:40 a.m. by a 10-minute 
service involving bowing and chanting, 
which is always optional for visitors, 
but which I highly recommend if only 
for the sheer beauty of the ritual, with 
the monks’ robes swishing and their 
deep, gutteral chanting getting your 
blood flowing. Evening zazen follows 
the same pattern, and takes place start¬ 
ing at 5:30 p.m. 

For beginners wanting to learn the 
formalities of sitting zazen, a quick in¬ 
troduction to properly entering and 
exiting the Zendo and the basics of 
Soto Zen meditation is offered each 
Saturday from 8:30 to 9 a.m. The sit¬ 
ting takes place starting at 9:10 a.m., 
followed by a “Dharma talk” (public 
lecture) at 10 a.m. For those with ex¬ 
perience and staying power, an all-day 
sit (5 a.m.-7 p.m.) occurs on the first 
Saturday of each month, with breaks 
for the Dharma talk, plus two vegetar¬ 
ian meals. The fee for this is $40 ($30 
members), or $20 for a half day. T

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people. I like that.” White also 
notes that “I always saw this story 
as part of a longer series of books, 
and I thought if I want to show 
the development of a gay person 
through time and history, I don’t 
want to show them starting off as 
totally happy and self-accepting.” 
The boy’s story continues through 
adulthood in two novels, The 
Beautiful Room is Empty and The 
Farewell Symphony. In these 
works, he does come to accept his 
sexuality, and as White hints, “The 
interesting thing is that as the tril¬ 
ogy went on, it got closer and 
closer to me in real life.” 

The book’s conclusion was not 
its only aspect to cause a stir. Its 
original cover became the subject 
of a lawsuit. On it, a photo, heav¬ 
ily doctored to look like a paint¬ 
ing or sketch, shows a young boy 
standing with a distant and pen¬ 
sive look on his face. Several years 
after the book’s publication, when 
it had become a success and was 
being published by a richer com¬ 
pany, the boy filed a suit, claiming, 
as White says, “that his life had 
been ruined because people 
thought he was gay because he 
was on the cover of this book.” 


In the end, the case was settled 
for a million dollars due to the fact 
that the boy was not of legal age 
when he signed the photographer’s 
release. While the book has since 
been re-issued several times with 
new covers, the new, 20th-anniver- 
sary edition sports a photo of White 
himself when he was 7 years old. 

Today, White is one of the most 
prominent and highly acclaimed 
contemporary gay writers, and he 
lives in Chelsea with his partner of 
the last six years, the writer 
Michael Carroll. Diagnosed as 
HIV-positive since the mid 1980s, 
White is in the 5% of those known 
as “non-progressors.” Prior to A 
Boy’s Own Story, White had estab¬ 
lished himself as a gay author of 
note with books including States of 
Desire (1980) about his travels 
around America and the gay peo¬ 
ple he met along the way; and text 
for the groundbreaking The Joy of 
Gay Sex (1977). He lived in Paris 
for many years, was a founding 
member along with Larry Kramer 
and four other men of Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, and has written 
many other fiction and nonfiction 
works, including a magisterial bi¬ 
ography of gay French author Jean 
Genet. 

Some classics only get better 
with time, and A Boy’s Own Story 
stands as one of them. T

A teacher’s gift 

Elizabeth Stone was teaching a 
class on the O’Henry story, The 
Gift of the Magi , when the usual¬ 
ly silent and disengaged student, 


Vincent, jumped up to rail against 
an ending he considered stupid 
and wrong. From that day until 
the end of the school year, Vincent 
stayed after class to talk with his 
teacher, and often walked her to 
the subway at the end of the day. 
Stone left the school, but Vincent 
stayed in her life with an annual 
Christmas card. 

Twenty-five years after that 
memorable class, Stone received a 
box containing Vincent’s journals 
for the last ten years of his life, and 
a letter explaining he had left the 
journals to her in his will, hoping 
that she could make a book out of 
them. She did, and the result, A 
Boy I Once Knew: What a Teacher 
Learned from Her Student (Algo¬ 
nquin, $19.95) is as moving and 
fascinating a tale as I can ever re¬ 
member reading. This is the story 
of Vincent, of course, but also of 
Stone, and her efforts to learn of 
Vincent and also from him. Vin¬ 
cent’s struggle with the deaths of 


friends (these were journals of the 
plague years, after all, and Vincent 
was a gay man) mirror Stone’s 
own difficulties with the gradual 
diminution of her mother from 
Alzheimer’s. As I read the book, I 
found myself remembering the 
teachers who had made a differ¬ 
ence in my life, and the students 
from whom I had learned so 
much. A Boy I Once Knew let me 
know Vincent, and mourn his 
loss; his story touched both my 
heart and my mind, and is not to 
be missed. 

Elizabeth Stone discusses the 
book at the Main Library on May 
26 at 2 p.m. Stone also reads at A 
Different Light on May 28 at 7:30 
p.m. ▼
